Russia's official family. in the Unit- 
ed States—forty-five in all—left this 
this country today amld cheering 
from hundreds who sympathize with 
the Moscow government. 

On the same steamer were three- 
score radicals deperted from Ellis 
Island but the two groups did not 
mingle. The Ellis Island contingent 
was huddled in the steerage, while 
the deported “ambassador,” Ludwig

party to the deck, and with his wife, 
entered the suite de luxe, while his 
staff and associates provided them- 
selves with cabin accommodations. 

Some Leave Voluntarily. 

Some of those in the soviet gov- 
ernment party deparjed voluntarily, 
while others sailed away at the 


but one of'them beamed with smiles 
as their ship steamed past the Sta- 
ture of Liberty and out into the 
ocean. The only tears were dropped 
from the eyes of 3- year-old Svetlana 
Martens, born in: Brooklyn, and the 
daughter of the, deported “ambassa- 
dor.’”

RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 


“MAINLY BENEFICENT’*4 


Deploring Outside Inte!

Washington, January 22.—A “pub 
lic and solemn” engagement among 
the great powers not to violate or 
to permit the violation of the ter- 
ritorial integrity of Russia is reé 
garded by President Wilson ag the 
sine <uo non of an attempt at the 
pacification of Armenia and the oth- 
er states bordering on the enced 
great empire. 

The president’s views are set 
forth in a note transmitted to Paul 
Hymans, president of the league of 
nations assembly, by Acting Secre- 

ry Davis under date of January 
18, and made public tonight at the 
state department. 

The “distressful.situation” of Ar- 
menia, which has been invaded by 
both the Turkish nationalists and 
the soviets, is only one detail of the 
vast Russian problem, the president 
says, and he “most earnestly urges".

The most 
fatal event was the ambush in 
County Clare, where a police patrol 
whose route was known, was at- 
tacked by fifty men who killed a 
district inspector, a sergeant and 
four constables and wounded two

Several ambushes were attempted 
on a large stale, the roads being 
blocked by stone walls and trees. 
They involved no casualtiés, - but 
their preparation in the martial law 
area indicated that the extremists 
were not influemced by the fear of 
punishment.

Washington, January 22.—If the 
American merchant rnfrine is to be 
developed successfully, the ship- 
ping board must be relieved of 
the task of operating ships and 
settling claims growing out of the 
cancellation of war contracts, 
Gharles Piez, of Chicago, former -di- 
rector general of the emergency 
fleet corporation, declared today 
before the house committee investi- 
gating the board’s operations. 

Coupled with these declarations 
was a flat denial by Mr. Piez, of 
various charges of mismanagement 
made against the construction di- 
vision of the board by Martin J. 
Gillen, im recent testimony before 
the committee, The witness also 
denied that Charles M. Schwab had 
been reimbursed by the government 
for his personal expensés, while 
Mr. Schwab was director general of 
the fleet corporation. 

Mr. Piez had prepared a five 
thousand word statement in which 
he took up the charges in detail, 
but it was not read. Chairman 

‘alsh said the witness could read 
it if he desired, but that all mem- 
bers of the committee had exam- 
ined the copies furnished them and 
that time would be saved by merely 
admitting it to the record.. This 
vas done. 

Chairman Walsh questioned the 
witness and in the course of the 
examination Mr. Piez declared that 
tv his © knowledge Charles M. 
Schwab had never received a cent 
from the governmnt in salary or 
for personal expenses while direc- 
tor general of the fleet corporation. 

Comments on Charge. 

Commenting on the charge made 
t. the committee at New York by 
Colonel E. H. Abadie, former comp- 
t: ller general] of the shipping 
poard, that a voucher for $260,000 
had been presented for Mr. 
Schwab’s personal ‘expenses, Mr. 
Piez declared “it is unfortunate 
that any suggestion of improper 
action on Mr. Schwab’e part has 
been made at this hearing.” 

In this statement Mr. Piez claims 
that statement in Mr. Gillen’s re- 
port do not square with the facts 
i. a single vital case in which he 
indulged in criticism concerning 
the division of construction; that

was announced Saturday, follow- 
ing the issuance of a warrant for 
his arrest Friday. 

Charged with writing letters con- 
taining obscene and otherwise ob- 
jectionable matter at frequent in- 
tervals for a period of more than a 
year, beginning with a communica- 
tion said to have been mailed at 


Camp Gordon in 1918, the former 
officer presents a puzzling study 
to government detectives. They de- 
clare that the father of the defend- 
ant has told them that the man is 
slightly defected mentally, and the 
authorities attribute his strange 
actions to the condition of his mind. 


Annoying Letters Received. 


The young woman in the case 
was, at the time she is said to have 
received the first letter from Ogg, 
Miss Evelyn Robertson, daughter of 
E. W. Robertson, president of the 
National Loan and Exchange bank, 
of Columbia, 8S. C. She afterward 
became the wife of J. M. Lyle, well- 
known Columbia attorney. Annoy- 
J letters, it is said, were also re- 
ceived by the father and husband 
of the young woman, and by A. E. 
Gonzales, editor of a Columbia 
newspaper, 

According to officials, Ogg’s let- 
ters, which are said to have been 
mailed sometimes at the rate of 
three a week, indicated that the 
writer was under the delusion that 
the young woman was very fond 
of him, and that he was being per- 
secuted by the men. The first let- 
ter which Mrs. Lyle received be- 
fore she married strongly expressed 
Org’s love for her, and assured her 
of his intentions to marry her as 
soon ag he received his army dis- 
charge. 

Gives Letter to Father. 

Upon receiving the letter the 
mystified Miss Robertson referred 
it to her father, who decided to 
take no action in the matter and 
see if any further communications 
were received. Three days later, it 
is said, the second letter arrived, 
containing obscene sentences. Mr. 
Robertson, it is said, then wrote to 
Ogg and requested him to refrain 
from writing to his daughter. Al- 
though his letters were unanswered 
investigating officers state that the 
letters continued to come at least 
twice a week. 

After Miss Robertson’s marriage 
Ogg is said to have written ‘her 
husband, “Your wife loves me and 
not you; I am sorry for you; you 
are wrong in the head, or you would 
never have married her.” After of- 
fensive letters had been received by 
Mr. Robertson and Editor Gonzales 
an investigation was begun by the 
department of postoffice inspectors.

land ‘law presented to the American 
people the definite question of 
whether in the larger view of Amer- 
ica’s relations with the orient it is 
wise .to classify aliens on the basis 
of their eligibility to citizenship.

FOUR REPUBLIS 
FORM NEW UNION 


Union of Central Ameri- 
can Republics Consum- 
mated, With the Sole 
Exception of Nicaragua. 


San Salvador, January 22.—The 
pact. creating the Union of Central 
American republics has been sign- 
ed by the delegations of four of 
the nations at the San Jose con- 
ference—Salvador, Honduras, Gua- 
temala and Costa Rica—it it an- 
nounced in an official dispatch to- 
day from San Jose, the Costa Ric- 
an capital, where the delegates of 
the five republics have been confer- 
ring for some time. The Nicaragu- 
an delegates, however, not only 
failed to sign, but withdrew from 
the tonference. They took this ac- 
tion on orders from their govern- 
ment, which had refused to approve 
the terms of the compact previous- 
ly reached by the conferees. 


All five delegations had come to 
an agreement on the long disputed 
Article 4 of the pact, says a San 
Jose dispatch to El Diario del Sal- 
vador, but the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment would not confirm the action 
of its representatives on this point. 
(Apparently the article in question 
is that dealing with treaties be- 
tween signatories and foreign na- 
tions, which Nicaragua™~ had orig- 
inally interpreted as affecting her 
treaty with the United States.) 

However, the other four nations 
proceeded without the Nicaraguans 
and signed the pact of union.

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WOOD TO ATTEND 


TARIFF CONGRESS 


Calvin Coolidge and. 
Chairman of Congres- 
sional Appropriations 
Committee to Speak. 


With the presence of Calvin 
Coolidge, governor of Massachu- 
setts and vice president-elect, as- 
Sured, as well as attendance by the 
governors of several southern states 
and many other prominént Amer- 
leans, high expectations are felt 


of the Southern Tariff congress, 
which convenes in Atlanta, Thurs- 
day, January 27, for a three-day 


forum discussion of the tariff prob- 
lems of the section. 

It is believed that a much wider 
scope will feature the sessions than 
the discussion of tariff, especially 
since it was announced Saturday 
that James W. Wood, chairman of 
the appropriations committee of 
congress, has accepted a place on 
the program, to deliver an address 
on taxation. President-elect Hard- 
ing, when passing through Atlanta 
Friday night, also urged the impor- 
tance Of the session to be held, ex- 
pressing again his regret at being 
unable to attend. 

Coolidge Coming. 

As a representation of the In- 
coming administration, however, 
Governor Coolidge will stay in At- 
lanta through the meeting’s entire 
extent and will™be in almost hour- 
ly conference with the many lead- 
ers ofthe south’s industry and com- 
merce with regard to the possible 
tariff legislation emanating from 
Washington during the new admin- 
istrative regime. He had expressed 
a desire to become entirely familiar 
With the beliefs of southerners re- 
garding the tariffs which should be 
imposed to ald the development of 
the south to the greatest extent. 

The telegram in which he said 
that national leaders were anxious 
to secure complete co-operation 
from the south, addressed to J. A. 
Arnold, secretary of the Southern 
Tariff association, follows: 

“Events of recent years have 
brought to the country a reawaken- 
ing of Americanism. The first no- 
table manifestation of the co-oper- 
ation of the entire country in a 
great national effort came at the 
time of the Spanish war, when the 
north and the south fought to- 
gether for the freedom of Cuba. 
Again in the great world war we 
fought together for the liberty and 
civilization of the world. 

“We are now engaged in a com- 
mon effort to establish sound eco- 
nomic principles which will benefit 
the entire nation and bring pros- 
perity to all our people. In this 
new era of industrial development, 
the south is destined to have a great 
part and if co-operation in the es- 
tablishment of economic principles 
essential to national prosperity is 
heartily welcomed ~by all Ameri- 
cans.’’

Noted Banker and Fi- 
nancier Calls Present 
S---tem Failure and € 7s 
It Should Be Revised. 


New York, January 22.—Address- 
ing the Saturday discussions com- 
mittee of the National Republican 
club in this city today, Otto H. 
Kahn, the prominent New York 
banker a@! world-wide’authority on 
finance, criticised the workings of 
the presént taxation system, which 
was devised to take care of the 
huge financial burden imposed upon 
the country by the war, and ad- 
vaneed several suggestions for 
changes in the law to remedy the 
defects that time and a practical 
try-out of the present law have re- 
vealed. 

Speaking of the present financial 
discomfiture of the nation, brought 
about by credit inflation, mounting 


costs, governmental wastefulness, 
and finally forced liquidation and 
a sudden and vidlent shrinkage of 
financial, commercial and industrial 
values, including the products of 
agriculture, Mr. Kahn said: 

“lll-conceived taxation, excessive- 
ly concentrated on business and in- 
dividual accumulations and causing, 
among other things, malfunctioning 
of the investment market and a 
great scurrying of capital into tax- 
exempt securities, has been unques- 
tionably a strong influence in help- 
ing to. bring about the ils that be- 
set us, and in broadenfng their 
oe a and intensifying their malig- 
nity. 

“The thought and purpose under- 
lying the <p policy inaugurated 
in 1917 was crudely to ‘take it out 
of the rich.’ And how has it work- 
ed? The rich, iteis true, hav2 heen 
inconvenienced and handicapped, 
but far more inconvenienced and 
handicapped thhave been trade, indus- 
try and agriculture; and the great- 
est hardships from the resulting 
conditions have fallen, unfortunate- 
ly, on those of small and moderate 
means. It is an old and sad truth 
that the effect of evonomic blun- 
dering by governments is always 
felt most by those unable to pro- 
tect themselVes. 

Present System a Failure. 

“The system inaugurated in 1917 
has now had a three years’ trial. 
We have seen the theory applied in 
practice for a sufficient length of 
time to test it out. The result is 


written in high costs of Iiving and 
other effects hampering and trou- 
bling to the nation and burdensome 
to all, but particularly to those who 
were intended to be beneficiaries of 
the system and theory—the plain 
people.” 

Scoring the forced payment of all 
taxes in cash, the speaker said that 
it tended to put such a bulk of ac- 
tual cash in the hands of the guv- 
ernment as to hamper trade and In- 
dustry and encourage ‘governmental 
wastefulness. Continuing he said:

Old Guard Ready 
For. Enlistments; 


Other Bodies Aid 


Major Charles P. Byrd, the new 


commander of the Old Guard of At- 
lanta, will be ready this week to 
launch active enlistments in the 
campaign to form in this city a 
battalion of infantry for the new 
national guard forces now being 
organized throughout the country. 

As a patriotic duty and a matter 
of civic pride the Old Guard took 
on itself ten days ago the task of 
forming’ this infantry battalion, and 
has received assurances of active 
assistance from the chamber of 
Commerce, Atlanta Retail Mer- 
chants’ association, Rotary club and 
other civic bodies. 

Prior to*the war Atlanta had a 
regiment of national guard infan- 
try, a troop of national fuard cav- 
alry, a battery of national guard 
field artillery and other units. They, 
like all others of the national 
guard, were mustered into war serv- 
ice and ceased to exist as military 
units when the war ended. 

In the reorganization now under 
way, Atlanta has lagged behind ev- 
ery city and town in Georgia. Sa- 
vannah, Macon, Dublin and others 
have organized the national guard 
units allotted to them and are se- 
cure in the Knowledge of adequate 
military protection. Atlanta has or- 
ganized one company only. 

Three more companies with a4 
minimum of 5) men each, the num- 
ber necessary to obtain federal rec- 
ognition, are needed to complete the 
battalion allotted to Atlanta. The 
Old Guard will undertake to re- 
ecruit these men. Practically with- 
out military protection of any kind, 
Atlanta every day is in imminent 
peril of firé, disorder or other dis- 
aster which might go beyond the 
control of the police. Every busi- 
ness interest in the city is serious- 
ly jeopardized, and the Federal Re- 
serve bank is without protection, 
a fact which might be used with 
disastrous effect by the new repub- 
lican administration in its plans for 
extensive changes in the reserve 
system. 

Major Byrd and all other members 
of the Old. Guard will give. their 
most energetic attention to the cam- 
paign until the battalion is com- 


plete.

The cornerstone of the new and 
expanded Wesley Memoria] hospi- 
tal, on Emory university campus, 
will .be laid with impressive cere- 
monies Thursday afternoon, January 
27, according to announcement Sat- 
urday of the building committee of 
the hospital trustees, — by 
Asa G. Candler. Bishop Warren A. 
Candler will preside over the exer- 
cises, Which will bring to Atlanta 
a notable array of southern Meth- 
odists. 

The establishment of the great 
hospital, which will be co-ordinated 
with the medical department of Em- 
ory university, will give to Atlan- 


ta the largest hospital south of Bal- 
timore. The main central unit will 
be constructed at a cost of $1,000,- 
it is expected that im- 
proved labor conditions will permit 
the completion of this unit by Jan- 
uary iy 1922, a full year earlier 
than expected when work was be- 
gun last October. ‘The _ structure 
will be of concrete, brick and gran- 
ite, of six stories height and fire- 
proot throughout. It will consist 
of two wings connected with a two- 
story corridor, inclosed. 

Memorial to Mother. 
The sons. and daughters of Asa 
G. Candler are building a depart- 
mental hospital for women and chil- 
dren as a memorial to their mother, 
the construction being simultaneous 
with that of the main building. An 
aiministration building, to go up 
later, will complete the plant.

Washington, January 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A party of government of- 
ficials from the bureau of chem- 
istry is now in Georgia inspecting 
various sit.s in the southwestern 
part of the state for the erection 
of an experiment station to test the 
making of sugar from sweet pota- 
toes.’ 

Quitman and Boston are among 
the towns anxious to secure the 
station, and at the requests of thelr 
boards of trade, through Senator 
William J. Harris, the department 
of agriculture has directed the par- 
ty to visit these places before re- 
turning to Washington. The deci- 
sion will be made here by the of- 
ficials when all places have been 
inspected and the claims considered. 

A very small sum is now available 
for the station, but it is expected 
to prove a formidable enterprise if 
the experiments show that it is prac- 
ticable to make sugar from sweet 
potatoes. The bureau here says 
that the party has visited Americus, 
Fitzgerald, Tifton, Moultrie and oth- 
er places. Representative C. R. 
Crisp introduced the first measure 
providing for the experimental 
work, when the agricultumal ap- 
propriation bill was up last year,

Explains State Law as 
Applied to Concerns En- 
gaged in Sale of Stocks. 


> 


Just thirty-one companies have 
faken out licenses to sell securities 
in Georgia during the year 1921, 
Chief Examiner T. B. Conner, of the 
Georgia securities commission, de- 
clared Saturday. Of these, six have 
Class “C” licenses, seven Class “D” 
licenses and cighteen have renewed 


their licenses under the terms of | 


their old permits from the secre- 
tary of state. 

These last are not qualified un- 
der the new law. The amendment 
proposed by Senator Ivan FE. Allen. 
ot Atlanta, and adopted, extended 
to licensees under the old law since 
January 1, 1919, the right to renew 
their licenses for the unsold bal- 


ance of securities which they were 
eriginally authorized to offer. The 
commission had no discretion in the 


renewal of these licenses, being 


©eOmpelled by the law to renew 
them Puless fraud could be proven. 
A large majority of the ‘old 
licensees, however, failed to avail 
themselves of the privilege of re- 
newing their licenses for the com- 
ing year and allowed them to lapse. 

There are now only about sixty 
persons authorized to offer in Geor- 
gia securities which come within 
the prov'‘sions of the securities law, 
Mr. Conner said. These include not 
Ohiy agents, but also officers of 
companies #vho must secure a cer- 
t'fied copy of their company’s li- 
cense in order to offer their own 
securities to the public. This ap- 
plies, of course, only to outside 
sales, as office sales would be cov- 
ered by the licenses granted to the 
company. Speaking of this and 
other features of the new law, Mr. 
Conner said: 

To Protect Public. 

“It was manifestly the intention 
of the legislature to afford the 
public every protection in the pur- 
chase of securities which come 
within the provisions of this law. 
By making it necessary for every 
person, no matter what his rela- 
tionship to the company, to carry 
with him a_ certified copy of the 
license granted his principal, and 
tu exhibit such license to every 
' fosnective purchaser, it was made 


possible for everyone to whom 
stock ts offered to determine at 
once for himself whether the sale ' 
of such stock has been authorized, ; 
or whether it is being made in 
v olation of the law. All the person 
solicited has to do is to ask his in- 
terviewer to produce a copy of his. 
license. 

“Another great advantage of this 
provision is that the person solicit- 
.d does not have to take the word 
of the agent for the character of 
the securities that are being offer- | 
ed. The law requires that the li- 
cense itself describe the securities, 
and the terms on which they must 
be sold. The classification in cap- 
ttal letters at the top of the license 
informs the prospective purchaser 
at one?e whether the securities of- 
fered are of a going concern which

fixed for their expiration. All of 
the six or seven hundred permits 
that had been granted by three sec- 
retaries of state since the old law 
was enacted in August, 1913, were 
nominally in life until the end of 
last year, when the new law put an 
end to their existence. While the li- 
censes were legally in life, probably 
a majority of the companies licensed 
were not, as many of them had gone 
the way of most newly orgunized 
concerns. No effort was mude or 


ce ee ee 


could be made to keep a record of | 
agents, as their licenses, too, were | 


for an indefinite period. 


“Now, however, an accurate rec- | 
ord is kept of every company as 
it receives its license and a card 
index alphabetically. arranged of | 


every agent authorized to sell se- . 


curities. Licensees are required to 
report to this office promptly the 
appointment of new agents and the 
discharge of old agents, together 
with the reason why said agents 
left their employ. In this way the 
commission is enabled to keep a 
character record of all agents offer- 
ing securities in Georgia, and when 
one is caught in dishonest or fraud- 
ulent practices, it is impossible for 
him to secure a license again. 

“Tt is the expressed purpose of all 
the securities commissioners to ad- 
minister the law s3 as to aid rather 
than to hamper legitimate business. 


' That this will be the affect of the 
‘law has already been demonstrated 


in the better character of applica- 
tions that are being received. In- 
quiries are coming from some of the 
largest concerns in the country ask- 
ing to offer their securities in Geor- 
gia. They realize that an opening 
is made for them by the elimination 
of highly speculative and fraudulent 
enterprises. 
Fees Must Be Paid. 

. “The fact that only thirty-one 
companies so far have secured li- 
censes for this year does not mean 
that only that number can sell stock 
during the year. In fact, there are 
six or seven additional companies 
which have been granted licenses by 
the commission and have not yet 
availed themselves of their privi- 
lege by paying the necessary fees. 
Under a resolution of the commis- 
sion adopted at its last meeting, 
the fees must be paid within thirty 
days of the grant of the license. 
Otherwise, the grant will lapse. 
Present financial conditions have 
made companies slow about renew- 
ing licenses and paying fees, but as 
conditions improve and the turn for 
the better seems to have already 
been reached, much more interest 
will be shown in selling securities 
in Georgia. Already, a large num- 
ber of inquiries have been received 
from eastern and middle western 
states looking to qualifying securi- 
ties under the Georgia law. 

“The department has recently re- 
ceived from the printers a booklet 
of instructions adopted by the com- 
mission for preparing statements 
under the new law. For the infor- 
mation of the public, the commission 
has had these instructions mailed to 
all the banks and newspapers of the 
state. They will be sent to any one 
who is interested or who desires to 
make application to sell securities 
in Georgia.”

Thirty years as a member of At- 
lanta’s police force, carrying a pol- 
ished and loaded “police special” 
revolver, Officer A. C. Kerlin has 
found it necessary to “draw” his 
weapon only once in making an ar- 
rest and during his service of more 
than a quarter of a century he has 
never fired his gun at a human be- 
ing. 

And the fact that Officer Kerlin 
has taken his pistol from its hostler 
but once, and then not to fire it, 
does not mean that he has been on 


duty always in the quiet sections 
of the city, or that he has obeyed 
the first law of nature in prefer- 
ence to performing his duties, of 
enforcing the laws of the land; for 
he has covered practically every 
“beat” in the city, is known as one 
of the most efficient and fearless 
members of the police department. 
Makes Many Arrests. 

In the thirty years’ service that 
will have been rounded out in. the 
coming month of April, Officer Ker- 
lin has taken part tn hundreds of 
arrests, some of which could be com- 
pared to thrilling encounters that 
took place between “vilixantes” and 
desperadoes beyond the Ruvckies, 
when a man’s life denended largely 
upon his ability to “draw first.” 

Covering such beats as “Brook- 
lyn, “Pittsburg,” the “Bloody 
Fifth,”. and other sections of Ar 
lanta, where men on occasion were 
wont to run amuck, Kerlin found 
himself many times in the midst of 
scenes that are now more often por- 
trayed upon the movie screen than 
enacted in real life, and his record 
shows no sign of a “white feather.’ 

Draws Guan One Time. 

“The anly time I ever drew my 
gun to make an arrest,” said the 
officer, “was when I was called on 
to capture a frighténed negro, who, 
being surrounded by a _ vengeful 
mob, had in his hand an open knife 
vith which, he declared, he would 
make mincemeat of anyone who ap- 
proached him. Taking in the sit- 
uation, I pulled my pistol and or- 
dered the man to drop his weapon. 
Before I could draw a bead on him, 
the negro closed his knife and let 
it — That was the first and 
only time my gun ever came into 
play, and I did not have to fire it 
then, as the man quietly submitted 
to arrest.” 

A real thriller, as described by 
Officer Kerlin, was upon an ooca- 
sion when three men on Marietta 
street were indulging their thirst 


| for blood by taking pot shots at 


each other. Hearing the fusillade, 
Officer Kerlin, without taking time 
to call his partner, walked into the 
triangular melee, and with no gun 
showing, prevented what. mignt 
have been a triple’ traredv by dis-

ing,” . 

Officer Kerlin lives at 131 Broyles 
street, and his “beat” is now at the 
corner of. Forsyth and Alabama 
streets, where he protécts pedes- 
trians from the growing dangers 
of vehicular traffic.

6. Foreign Corporations, 
Foreign corporations are taxed 
only on the income they derive from 
soyrces in-the United States, where- 


as doméstic corporations are taxed 
upon their entire net income no mat- 
ter what or where the source or 
where the invested capital may be 
mployed. <A foreign corporation 
has neither the $3,000 exemption un- 
der the excess profits tax nor the 
$z,000 exemption under the income 
tax. Thé@ excess profits tax is as- 
sessed o@fthe basis of a “compara- 
tive ra (based upon tax paid by 
simil rporations)* and not on 
ifive capita If a foreign cor- 
poration maintains no office in this 
country, any person in this country 
transmitting income to such foreign 
corporation must withhold 10 per 
cent thereof and pay the same to 
the internal revenue department; 
the foreign corporation itself pays 
the balance of the tax, if there is 
any. 
7. Partnerships. 

_Pagtnérships @re not taxed as 
such, but must file a return on 
form 1065 (whether there is any net 
income or not); and as in the case 
of personal service corporations, the 
report must show names, addresses 
and, shares of income of each part- 
ner, whether ditributed or not, and 
a report (on form 1099) for each 
member separately must accompany 
the return. A partnership eannot 
deduct donations to charities. Any 
one of the partners may sign and 
swear to the return.

An estate receiving income not 
to be distributed to known benefi- 
ciaries pays a tax upon such income 
as if it -were an individual; it is 
subject to the normal tax and the 
surtax, and the same. credits are 
allowed, including the personal ex- 
emption of $1,000.

The entire receipts from the sale 
of farni produce constitute gross*in-

If crops take more than a 
year for production, deductions may 
be made on a crop basis; otherwise 
they must be. reported when paid 
or when the expenses accrue. If 
farmers cannot report on arm inven- 
tory basis, they must make: their 
return on the basis of receipts and 
disbursements even though in many 
instances crop expenses may be al- 
most entirely incurred in the year 
prior to that in which the crop is 
sold. A farmer does not need to 
include in his gross income either 
the rental value of the farmhouse 
he occupies or the farm produce he 
himself consumes; where farm prod- 
ucts are exchanged for merchandise, 
however, for personal consumption, 
the fair market value of the mer- 
chandise received its income. 

A farm operated for pleasure or 
recreation is treated differently. 
The taxpayer in such case should 


report only the excess of receipts 
Over expenditures, instead of the 
gross receipts: it must be remem- 
bered that the expenses would not 
be otherwise deciuctible, since they 
are not incurred in trade or busi- 


ness.

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Science Has Never Fathomed 
“Peculiar Faculty’’ Guiding 
~ Hoppe’s Great Billiard Game

_In these days when there is so 
much talk about “boy prodigies” 
wh8 play chéss better than the old 
“masters, go to college when they 
eught to be in grammar school, or 
solv mathematical problems in- 
stantly without knowing by what 


p ocesses they arrive atresults, he 
‘shouldn't overlook a “boy wonder” 
who startled the world of sport fif- 
teen years ago and is still an in- 
comparable world champion. 

Willie Hoppe, billiard champion, 
was born with a genius for the 
game. When Willie was six years 
ole he was a great billiard player. 
At seven he was a wonder to all his 
father’s friends. He could stand on a 
soap box to reach the table and 
beat the best of them with ease. At 
nine his parents took him down to 
Princeton university to give an ex- 
hibition before a number of pro- 
fessors, who were amazed by his 
feats on the tournament table. One 
professor sald he could explain the 
boy’s skill only by saying that his 
eye had a peculiar faculty of meas- 
uring angles with mathematical 
precision. 

But there was more than that in 
Willie Hoppe’s play. The “peculiar 
faculty” he displayed was some- 
thing that science has not yet 
fathomed. Hoppe himself didn’t un- 
derstand it, and doesn’t understand 
it now. Like me of the athe- 
matical prodigies of history, he 
seems to have a subconscious mind 
that works with amazing speed, so 
that he solves a billiard problem at 
a giance, without being at all con- 
scious of trying to solve it. 

Many of the other champions, 
like Slosson, study the angles of 
every shot, make a careful mental 
calculation of the force needed and 
use extreme care in applying that 
force. 

Even when he was a small boy 
Hioppe didn't study his shots at all. 
He glanced at the table and saw 
his play immediately, without the 
slightest hesitation and without 
taking a second for calculation of 
angles and speed: He never studied 
“a shot. His subconscious mind did 
that for him, instantly and without 
effort. 

A Prediction Fulfilled. 


In describing to me Willie’s man- 
ner of playing when the wizard 
was a child, his father said: 

“I don’t understand it myself. I 
always had to study my shots. 
Both Willie’s mother and I have 
been professional billiard players 
for years and .¢ billiard players 
long before Wi...-. was born, but we 
had no such genius for the game. 
The man who studies has a limit, 
but the man who doesn’t have to 
study has no limit and there’s no 
telling what he may beable to do 
when his muscles and nerves are 


developed to follow exactly the im- } 


pulse of his genius. I have known 


all the great billiard players of my 
day, and \’none were born to the 


game ike Willie. I think he will 
easily beat them all and hold the 
championship as long as he lives 
unless some other greatér genius 
is born in his time.” - 

That prediction of Hoppe’s father 
was made January 30, 1906, and so 
far it has been absolutely true. 

I talked with llie about his 
play when he was a small boy, one 
day when he stood on a soap box 
and made the most astonishing 
shots. 

“You must study out your shots 
carefully,” I said. 

“No,” said Willie, “I never gtudy.” 

“But you, must calculate angles 
and Speed and position and all 


Willie looked puzzled. 

“No,” he said, “I don’t think of 
—nything like that. I just glance 
at the balls and somehow I feel 
right away how I am to make the 
shot.. I don’t atop to figure out 
any other way. It always seems 
to come out about right.” 

Has Willie Hoppe two personali- 
tles, two minds, one subconscious, 
independent from the normal Hoppe 
thinking apparatus and of infinite- 
ly finer quality? 

It looks like that. 

Was his subconscious mind in- 
herited from his father and mother, 
* veloping the skill they both ac- 
— by years of billiard play- 
ng? 

Perhaps so, but in that case why 
was Hoppe, a seven-year- old boy, 
without any training or billiard ex- 
pevfence at:‘all, and just beginning 
to knock the balls around the table 
at home, infinitely more skilful 
than either of his parents ever 
thought of being? If there is any- 
thing in the theory of reincarna- 
tion Willie Hoppe’s deft hands are 
guided by the reincarnated intelli- 
gcnce of some superhuman mathe- 
mati 1 genius. 

That Willie is peculiarly favored 
in this way was shown in the per- 
son of his brother Frank, two years 
older. Frank played billiards for 
years, trying to be like Willie, and 
finally decided that genius in the 
game had passed him by. 

“T can shoot a fair game of pool,” 
Frank once told me, “but that’s 
about my limit.” 


Improved Little. 


Hoppe’s game has improved a 
littla with time, but the improve- 
ment has been purely physical. He 
has taken the greatest care of his 
hands and his eyes. For years he 
has lived like an athlete in train- 
ing. He has eaten simple food, 
avoided smoking and has exercised 
daily. Almost any morning, at an 
early hour, you could meet Willie 
Hoppe, in a sweater, like any prize 
ring champion, taking his daily 
hike through Central park or up 
Riverside drive. He never reads at 
ric .. He has to be very careful 
sf his hands and the flexible mus- 
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cles of his wrists and forearms. 
The tragedy of Willie Hoppe’s 
life is that he. never dared to play 
b seball for fear of getting stiff 
fingers znd hardening his hands so 


that the delicacy of his billiard 


touch would be destroyed. Baseball 
is his favorite game—from the 
grandstand. You can see him at 
the Polo grounds almost any sum- 
mer afternoon. He’s always there 
when it’s possible to be there.

The absolute limit. of 
roughness, for Willie, has been an 
occasional game of golf—very “oc- 
casional” at that. 

He has no ambition to drive 300 
yards or “swing a wicked iron,” 
but he “is a wizard” without the 
putter. ‘Today, at thirty-four, his 
hands are soft, supple and so flex- 
ible that they seem to be boneless. 
His eyes are perfect. 

There is no particular reason 
why he shouldn’t go on being cham- 
pion as long as he cares to. Inci- 
dentally he has established numer- 
ous records, won numberless 
matches and cleaned up a fair for- 
tune by knocking’ the balls around. 

Recently Hoppe defended his 18.2 
Yalkline championship against 
young Jake Schaefer and Welker 
Cochran, both youngsters who have 
shown rather astonishing skill at

While Hoppe has never found it 
necessary to be a “student” of bil- 
liards, he has done a great deal of 
daily practice at hours regularly 
set aside for it. This has been 
purely physical training to make 
his hands follow his mind with the 
most delicate precision. [t seems 
you can’t train a subconscious mind, 
and even if you want to, it isn’t 
necessary.

over to bring the title to America, 
and their transportation bill will be 
footed by Uncle Samuel's golfing de- 
votees. 

In a circular letter sent to every 
golf club_in the U. S. G. A. and the 
Western association by Golf Illus- 
trated, the members are requested 
to subscribe one dollar each toward 
the fund that will send our profes- 
sionals into competition against the 
best golf talent in the world, and 
we are informed by officials of the 
various Atlanta golf clubs that the 
response locally will be good. 

The following letter was recently 
sent the Professional Golfers’ asso- 
ciation by Golf Illustrated, the fu- 
tility of sending a small team over 
Leing brought out, together with 
the willingness of the magazine to 
supervise the raising of the fund: 

The Letter. 

“The improbability of an Ameri- 
can Winning the british open cham- 
pionship when only one or two 
make the attempt was very forcibly 
brought home to us during 1920. 
However, our Mr. Harnett has con- 
ceived the idea and we fully agree 
with him that if a team of trom 
twelve to twenty of the best pro- 
fessionals in this country were to 
attempt this task, the chances of ul- 
timate v.ctory would be greatiy en- 
hanced, and in an_ international 
team match they would undoubtedly 
do great credit to this country.

From a Few Thousand to a 
Few Million, Is Record of 
Big Distributing Firm. 


“From a& small company, capital- 
ized at a few thousand dollars to a 
$3,000,000 corporation in less than 
ten years.” This will probably sound 
to some readers as suitable head- 
lines for a speculative advertise- 
ment. “Instead of revealing a re- 
markable record that has been es- 
tablished by a concern in the auto- 
motive equipment field, especially 
when we add that it is responsi- 
ble for the manufacture of a new 
product, the Cooper storage bat- 


| tery, that has in a yéar trebled its 
| Sales, and also that this company 


in less than ten years is conceded 
to be one of the largest, if not the 
largest distributors of automobile 
tires and accessories in the United 
of America,” states J. C. Dabney, 
manager of the Atlanta Cooper 
branch. 

The concern Its the I. J. Cooper 
Rubber company, now a part of the 
Cooper corporation. This compa- 
ny has just recently opened a 
branch at Atlanta, as well as Louls- 
ville, Ky., and Birmingham, Ala. 

The business of the I. J. Cooper 
Rubber company, operating stores 
in twelve cities, got its humble be- 
» riper in a small store in Cincin- 
nati, hio, September, 1911, with 
tires and tire sundries as its only 
listributing products. Due to its 
policy of dealer cooperation and the 
quality of its merchandise, the bus- 
iness expanded to such dimensions 
that additional stores were opened 


‘in Dayton, Columbus and Indianap- 


olis. About the same time it was 
decided to add a complete line of 
automotive equipment. In January, 
1919, branches were opened in Tole- 
do, Memphis, Knoxville and Nash- 
ville, thus enabl'ng the company to 
serve more efficiently the business 
that has been built up around these 
points 

In 1917 a new product was added 
to the line—storage batteries and 
battery parts. Mr. Brenner, general 
sales manager, was of the opinion 
that a battery business could be de- 
the 
tremendous tire business that has 
heen built up by the company. A 
battery was selected, connections 
were made with the manufacturers, 
and an intensive battery sales cam- 
paign launched by Mr. Brenner. 
Within two years the manufacturer 
was unable to supply the demand, 
and it was determined to provide for 
a certain source of supply.

=| Sold on Deferred’ Payment 


Between forty-five and fifty oad 
cent of all cars being sold today are 
being marketed on some deferred 
payment system. i 

This is the first authoritative an- 
swer to a question that has puzzied 
many sales executives of the auto- 


terested leaders in many other lines 
of activity, including banks which 
18- 
sued by the time payment com- 
panies. and also menufacturers and 
dealers in such things as pianos, 
talking machines and furniture. 
Heretofore estimates on the per 
centage of automobiles sold on a 
time payment basis have ranged 
all the way from 60 per cent to 90 
per cent, these percentages bein 
merely guesses made by men more 
or less familiar with actual condi- 
tions in restricted localities. The 
present figure of between 45 per 
per cent or to be exact, 
46.7 per cent, is made available *by 
the General Motors Acceptance cor- 
poration, the statistica] division of 
which has just completed, tabulat- 
ing the replies to a questionnaire | 
which was sent to al) its dealers, 
numbering well over 10,000 in al) 


10 per cent of the dealers to whom 
the blanks were sent made com- 
plete reports, showing a total of 
149,136 cars sold, of which 79,407 
were sold for cash and 69,729 were 
sold “on time,” or 46.7 per cent 
of the total. number. 

The period for which the ques- 
tionnaire asked information was 
that from August 1, 1919, to July 
31, 1920, and therefore includes the 
latter half of a@ summer seHMing sea. | 
son, the following fall,.winter and 
spring seasons, and thé first half 
f the succeeding summer selling 
It is therefore a compre- 
hensive sweep of sales conditions 
over a full yearly cycle of the in- 
dustry. 

In this report the General Mo- 
tors dealers gave’ separate figures 
on sales to city dwellers and to 
farmers, and in each class tisted 
the number of sales of new and 


d trucks for cash and on ‘de- 
ferred payments. It is interesting 
to note thaf of the sales to farm- 
ers, 36,216 were sold on time, the 
cash sales numbering 16,326. 

As to have been expected, city 
dwellers paid cash more frequent- 
ly than the farmers, only 44.9 per 
cent of cars sold to city dwellers 
being through credit arrangements, 
there being 61,061 cash sales out of 
a total of 110,920. orty:and sixth 
per cent of the new  passen- 
ger cars reported sold to city dwell- 
ers were sold on credit, while 53 
per cent of the new trucks sold to 
city dwellers and thus placed in the 
service of mercantile houses were 
partly financed. It is interesting to 
note in this connection that only 
51.2 per cent of used trucks were 
sold on time and 51.9 per cent of 
the used pAéssenger cars were sold 
to city dwellers on G. .: & 
finance plans. 

Very much th. same relative po- 
sition is shown by the figures rep- 
resenting sales to farmers of new 
and used passenger cars and new 
and used trucks, 46.2 per cent of 
new passenger cars delivered to 
farmers being sold on deferred 
payments, and 58.1 per cent of the 
used passenger being similarly dis- 
posed of, while 59.9 per cent of the 
new trucks are sold on time to 
farmers and 56.7 per cent of the 
used trucks. This figures of 59.9 
per cent for new trucks is. the

The dealers also reported the max- 
imum amount of’time they allowed 
on deferred payment sales to city 
dwellers and farmers, the average 


being 9.8 months to city dwellers 
and 11.1 to farmers. The averag: 
down payment on all deferred pay 
ment sales reported was 40.3 pe) 
cent of the cash selling price. 

Presentation of these figures at 
this time is particularly valuabl: 
since many automobile executives 
including both sales managers and 
production experts, are endeavor- 
ing to forecast the 1921 market. 
Realizing the importance of the 
selling of automobiles on ereatt, 
many of these executives have scru- 
tinized the possibility of extending 
the use of this method of selling. 
However, there is a general mis 
conception as to the amount of such 
business that is being done, many 
considering that there is not much 
field for further development 
along this line. The acceptance cor 
poration’s figures. however, demon- 
strate that there is room for fur- 
ther growth. 

This is particularly evident when 
it js considered that cash sales of 
musica] tnstruments such as planos 
and phonographs represent ~enly 
from 5 to 8 per cent of the total 
number. Obviously, the automobile 
which occupies an essential position 
in the economic Ufe of the coun-; 
try being a provider of exceedingly 
efficient private transportation for 
persons and goods, is much more 
worthy of credit than are luxuries 
such as pianos. It is, however, 
doubtful that the automobile will 
ever be sold on credit as extensive- 
ly as musical instruments are to- 
day. Economic experts estimate 
that about 25 per cent of the indus- 
try’s production always will be 
sold for cash, since motor vehicles 
necessarily must be bought by per- 
sons of somewhat advanced finan- 
clal standing. In other words, the 
class is of such a calibre that about 
one-quarter of the automobile: pur- 
chasers composing it should be able 
to pay cash for their vehicles at 
all time. It would therefore seem 
that through the more iftensive 
use of deferred payment facilities 
the automobile industry may be 
able to increase its sales by ap- 
bringing 
the present firure of 46.7 per cent 
up to about 70 per cent or 75 per 
cent. ° 

That being the case, it becomes 
important to scrutinize time pay- 
ment buyers as a class in order to 
determine in what direction to push 
selling efforts looking towards the 
disposal of more automobiles on 
credit. Fortunately this also _ is| 
made possible by the statistical dl- 
visfon of the General Motors Ac 
ceptance corporation, which has is- 
sued an analysis of its clients si- 
multaneously with its report on the 
percentages of cars so!d for cash 
and on deferred payments. This 
annlysis examines everv important 
particular of the standing of the 
purchaser of automobiles, on credit 
accorded by the corporation be 
tween October 1, 1919, and Mar= 
31, 1920. This examination is based 
along the lines of a similar anaiy- 
sis, issued last spring covering the 
preceding six months, The changes 
in thé main are minor, and repre- 
sent the spread of the activities of 
the acceptance corporation from 
the larger cities, where, of course, 
they were initiated to the smaller 
towns. In the first report of this 
charactur issued by the acceptance

A Motor Vehicle for Every 
11.8 Persons in Country. 
New York Leads. 


Akron, Ohio. January 22.—Motor 
vehicle registrations for the past 
year obtained from the various 
states by the B. F. Goodrith Rubber 
company show there are now 9,274,- 
920 passenger cars and trucks in 
use throughout the United States— 
one for every 11.8 persons. This is 
an increase of. 1,670,904, or 21.9 per 
cént over December 31, 1919, when 
there were 7,604,016 motor vehicles 
registered. 

The gain during the past year 
was greater than that of any Ppre- 
vious year and is considered excep- 
tionally remarkable by officials of 
the automotive industry im.view of 
the adverse business con aiftibire| 
throughout the country during the 
last part of 1920. The largest pre- 
vious gain was 1,457,399 in 1919. 

Every state in the union showed 
a gain during the year, Virginia 
leading with 51.1 per cent, and Ten- 
nessee last, with 1.4 per cent. The 

jority of states showed incrcases 
ranging from 18 to 24 per cent. Ina 
general way, the figures show agri- 
cultural states made better gains 
than industrial states. 

The race between New York and 
Ohio for supremacy in the number 
of motor vehicles has again turned 
in New York’s favor.

“As a town sells at a standard 
price, so it must buy at a stand- 
‘ard price. The banker sells his 
interest at eight cents and the 
merchant his calico at fifteen 
cents, and the blacksmith his 
horse-shoeing at a dollar and a 
half, and the doctor his medicas 
fee at two dollars a visit he ¢s 
charging what he considers ne 


en. he undertakes to buy the 
farmer's pig, or his corn, his pea- 
nut, or what not, these marketere 
‘should’. pay him: the standard price 
for his produce. Otherwise they 
are not. giving him a square deal 
and the farmer would’ be justified 
in taking his goods to another 
town and should. do it, when his 
home town fails to give him all his 
produce is worth anywhere in the 
world. the differentials deducted. 

“Not-only should the farmer be 
paid all his produce is worth, but 
there s®ould be-.a place for him to 
carry the stuff when he gets to 
town with it. where he can unload 
his wagon, get his check and £0 
home. He should not have to ped- 
dle it around the streets. That 
takes all the dignity out of his 
business, and farmers do not like 
to peddle any more than merchants 
or bankers. If the banker or mer- 
chant had to peddle his wares 
throughout the country districts 
he would not stay in the business 
any lonwer than he could make a 
change.

The Finish of Your New Car

Jne of the greates& problems con- 
fronting the motorist of today is in 
keeping the. beautiful appearance ‘of 
his SEN | SAONREY one.enjoys ridi 
inan attractive car, but few under-" 
stand the care that should be’ given 
the smooth shaning surface in, or- 


mechanical featurés, but it does re- 
quire more care. Don't forget that 
the surface is exposed to every lit- 
tle change in the: atmospheré ant 
that it is open to'all the dust and. 
grime that is threwn from the roads. 

The very best remedy for a dirty 
car is clean water, @ sponge and 
a chamoise skin. Care should be 
taken in the use of these, especially 
if the car is very muddy. In wash-. 
ing @ car remove the nozzle from 
the hose and allow the water to 
flow over tle mud, continue. this 
process until the mud ‘has beconie 
soft andthe force of the: water has 


carried the most of it away. Lightiy 


go over the car with a wet sponge 
and remove the remaining  parti- 
cles of dust and mud. If the run- 
ning gear is very greasy wash with 
a good soap, but do not under any 
circumstances use soap on the body 
of the car. The best soap is too 
atronge fer the varnish and will soon 
kill the lustre. When al] the dirt 
particles have been removed and the 
car is washed clean, wet the 
chamoisge and wring dry. Careful- 
iy go -over. the’ surface’) with the 
chamoise and mop the surplus wa- 
ter, being careful, however, not to 
rub the surface. If the car is wash-| 
ed properly in this manner and the 
paint is in good condition it should 
shine’ like new. A great many ga- 
rages and motorists go over the car 
with polishes, but this habit only 
gives a temp-_re / shine and in the 
long run is detrimental to the life 
of the finish. As soon as the sur- 
face begins to show scratches or a 
dull. surface have it varnished at a 
reliable paint shop. Remember, it is 
impossible to varnish-a car:that is 
cracked or checked, bu’ if varnish- 
ed in time painting can be put off 
indefinitely.

The organ was to 
have. been ready for the opening of 
the theater, but it had to come to 
Atlanta from the plant of the Amer- 
fean Photoplay company in Califor- 
nia, and its mechanics were so in- 
tricate and delicate that it. took 
workmen more than three weeks to 
get it completely installed. 

The organ cost $4v,000. 
it is smaller than some of th 
gene in the country, there. are said

in theaters. For one thing, it has 
sixty “speakin stops,” together 
with orchestral effects of all de- 
scriptions. Played with the thirty- 
five-piece orchestra of Enrico Leide, 
these stops make the augmented or- 
chestra equivalent to eighty-five in- 
struments. 

The organ will be used effective- 
ly this week. There will be organ 
solos on the Howard program by 
Edwin Sawtelle—a medley of south-

The All-Star Cast. | 
Lately, through the columns of the 
press, it has come to my attention that 


one great producing company, the 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, 
has inaugurated a new plan which 
seems to me to be little short of 
epochal. It consists, briefly, in the as- 
sembling in a given picture a number 
of the best known stars, thus creating 
a super special, so to speak, which 
shall be literally all-star so far as the 
cast is concerned. 

I have seen several of the revivals 
for which New York has long been 
famous—the production of plays, upon 
the spoken stage, with all-star casts. 
Even aside from the naturally merito- 
‘rious work of the individuals in the 
cast the interest inspired by seeing so 
many familiar and notable figures in 
one production, is very marked. 

How Will They Do It? 

There is a peculiar sort of fascination 
which I am unable to analyze fully 
resulting from the propinquity of sev- 
eral persons who have become familiar 
through individual appearances, con- 
stant publicity and through a knowl- 
edge of their talents. A curiosity is 
aroused as to how they will act to- 
gether. The play-going world would 
be naturally curious, as an example, to 
witness Ethel Barrymore being made 
love to by any one of the various nota- 
ble male stars with whom she had nev- 
er before played; if, in addition, the 
villain of the piece happened to be an- 
other famous figure; the ingenue, the 
comedian, the juvenile, each a star in 
his or her own right, the interest would 
be increased. 

The people of the screen—in many 
instances former stage favorites, or 
even contemporary luminaries of the 
boards between their screen appear- 
ances—have even a closer hold upon 
the great public because they have ap- 
peared—or their reflections have ap- 
peared—before millions as compared 
to thousands. There is hardly a home 
in America or many parts of Europe, 
where the names of the great stars of 
the screen. are not household words. 
Thus an assemblage of such people 
would be certain to evoke wide and in-

parent upon even a cursory considera- 
tion of the subject. 

It stands to reason that no man, 
however gifted, can achieve successful 


‘work in an unknown medium. A Mi- 


chael Angelo would have been lost in 
a wood carving establishment, per- 
haps, until he had learned the tech- 
nique of the medium. Thus it became 


\\_obvious that to obtain the best results, 


the writer of successful plays and nov- 
els must come to the studio and study, 
co-operate with the directors and art- 
ists, gain a perfect working knowledge 
of the new art of the screen on the 
ground. 

This was the task confronting Jesse 
L. Lasky and his associates. They had 
to have great writers, and they had 
to bring these great writers into con- 
tact with the studios. 

This was accomplished. No one 
knows, save those intimately concern- 
ed, how it was accomplished. But 
when Mr. Lasky returned several 
months ago from England, he brought 
with him the news that a number of 
the biggest writers in Europe had 
agreed to come to America and study 
the technique of motion pictures—in 
the studios. The list embraced among 
others, Sir James M. Barrie, Henry Ar- 
thur Jones, Edward Knoblock, Ar- 
nold Bennett, Elinor Glyn, etc. In 
America others, such as Avery Hop- 
wood, Elmer Harris and more of equal 
fame, were interested. Thus was the 
problem of big writers solved, to all 


appearances. 
Spring Big Sensation. 

They had the big writers, the big 

stars—and then it was decided, in one 


specific instance, at least, to have sev- 
eral writers collaborate on a single 
story. This instance was Cecil B. de 
Mille’s production based on August 
Schnitzler’s “The Affairs of Anatol.” 
Here a slight deviation from the idea 
is seen. A famous work, not originally 
written for the screen, was taken as 
the base of the picture. Jeanie Mac- 
pherson, Avery Hopwood, Elmer Har- 
ris, Beulah Marie Dix, and possibly a 
fifth writer, were decided upon as the 
collaborators in preparing it for the 
camera. Then came the cast and here 
a veritable sensation was sprung in the 
film world by the announcement’ that 
a galaxy of stars almost incomparable 
in character had been assembled.

HERE would be far fewer

tuures, “if it were known how intense- 


ly the successful screen players of 
their sex, as well as the other, labor 
at their tasks. They have heavy re- 
sponsibilities, their time is not their 
own, and they have almost no leisure, 
except fitful vacations, to enjoy the 
financial fruits that come to them, 

‘%iard knocks and tireless work on 
the treadmill have put them where 
they are. Their cares and workaday 
life are so different from the popular 
conception tlat' they are not always 
to be envied. They have suffered dis- 
couragements and worked for small 
pay in the days when salaries were 
meager and uncertain at that. Nerv- 
ous prostration from hard application 
is often their lot. 

“The general impression is that fa- 
voritism, or beauty, or grace, or 4 
mimetic gift have smoothed the path 
for the successful stars. It is no one 
of these gifts, nor even a combination 
of them, that have counted for very 
much in many cases. Luck has played 
its part-the good fortune of falling 
into the hands of the right producer, 
or director, or of having the support 
of good teamwork by fellow-players. 

Success Through Effort. 

“But for the most part success has 
come because of tireless effort in mak- 
ing use of what power of gifts they 
possessed, and yet a long observation 
has shown me that. neither luck nor 
talent puts more than one in a hun- 
dred of the ambitious to the front.

Along with 
these figures it is also worthy of note 
to observe the average length of time 
the various personages have been in 
the profession. For our purposes of 
comparison we are taking an average 
week in one movie studio when three 
two-reel comedies and one special-six 
reel production are under way; sep- 
arating/ the players and staff in each. 


Facts and Figures. 

The facts and figures follow: In the 
feature production one man is getting 
$1,500 a week—for the length of the 
picture, which will be about six or 
seven weeks. This player has been on 
the. ‘stage eight years and in pictures 
In the same picture the to- 
tal salary of one director, two assist- 


ants, two comergmen, two second cam- 
eramen and their assistants aggregates 
$1,685, of which the largest share goes 
to the director, who has been behind a 
camera for ten years. The lump sal- 
ary of two girls playing leading roles 
is $700 weekly—also for the length of 
the picture. Both have been starred 
before. In the picture, are four char- 
acter men whose experience in pic- 
tures ranges from two to six years. 
One gets $225, one $250, and the other 
two get $200 each, for the length of 
their engagement. A supporting man 
who has been a professional for 18 
years gets $400. Four minor charac- 
ters get from $50 +o $100. Extra 
talent for this particular picture totals 
about $300 weekly, but this is unusu- 
ally small, nearly all of ¢he parts be- 
ing main characters played by real ac- 
tors. _There’s $5,660 in salaries weekly 
for the feature. 

Working on the comedies are three 
directors, thrtée assistants, six camera- 
men and threé assistant cameramen,

who get from $40 to $250 per week, 
which aggregates $2,100 a week. The 
weekly extra talent for these pictures 
averages between $1,500 and $2,000 out 
of which some of the people get $5, 
$7.50 or $10 daily. Of these latter, 65 
per cent have been working in pictures 
at least a year. 
Overhead Expense, 

Now for the overhead salary list— 
twenty laboratory people, four cutters, 
three wardrobe ladies, two artists, one 
technical man and two draftsmen, two 
plaster men, fifteen office employes, 
twelve electrical and power-plant men, 
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There are fourteen people in stock 
fourteen property men, thirty-two car- 
penters and millmen, five drivers, eight 
painters and paperhangers make a 
combined weekly wage of $5,100. Of 
course, this does not include construc- 
tion, rental, transportation, raw stock 
or other materials, just an aggregate 
of about $16,000 a week for salaries, 
of which as the figures show, the sums 
are about equally divided between the 
players and the staff. 

Declaring that the motion picture, 
notable as have been its achievements, 
despite the enormous expense involved, 
is only at the threshold of its era of 
greatest triumphs, a general manager 
said the other day:

The jump had to be made so hur- 
riedlv that the daring aviator dove 
off the turtleback without having 
time to jerk the cord which un- 
lossed his parachute strapped to his 
back. 

It is estimated the man fell fully 
six hundred feet before he could 
pull the cord. Another two hun- 
dred feet were consumed before the 
chute opened with a jerk that al- 
most wrenched him -from the para- 
chute harness. At the same -mo- 
ment the wildly plunging plane, 
now piletless, burst into a eentte 
sheet of flame, sending bits of 
wood and steel in all directions. 
The concussion of the explosion 
blew the aviator far to one side,

Berlin, December 4.—America is 
destined to see some of the leading 
German and Viennese plays this 
winter, considerabiy revamped and 
speeded up, of course, and with 
some of the situations too frankly 
“continental” eliminated.

go to America probably in January 
or. February, to supervise the pre- 
sentation of -his latest pieces, “Die 
Frau Im Hermelin” (The Woman 
in Ermine) and “Der Geiger Von 
Lugano” (the Violinist of Lugano). 
The first play has been popular 
here since last winter. The latter 
received its first presentation this 
week.

Outside Money. 


The competition of outside money 
Was not so pronounced in the past 
week, and as a result theré was no 
tendency towards further reduc- 
tions in time and call rates except- 
ing for brief periods, when funds 
tended to accumulate and borrowers 
were not so eager to get accommo- 
dation as leaders were to place their 
funds.

Foreign Exchange. 


Foreign exchange has continued 
strong, with sterling above 3.75 for 
most of the past week, with periods 
of reaction in its quickly followed 
by new strength. It is believed in 
many places where exchange condi- 
tions are understood that the rise 
in British and French exchange has 
been due to the prospect that the 
German reparations total will be an- 
nounced soon, although there has 
not been any pronounced strength 
in marks. With the definite fixing 
of the total] that Germany is t> pay, 
is is the theory of many followers 
of foreign trade and exchange con- 
ditions that France and Great Brit- 
ain will rapidly enlarge their trade 
with Germany. 

The movement of many important

Board’s Deflation Policy 
_Is Attacked by Joél Hurt 


Joel Hurt, president of the Con-y 
tinental Trust company, of Atlanta, 
makes an interesting talk on na- 
tional financial conditions. « 

He takes direct issue}with the 
action of the national reabeve board 
in its policy of currency deflation, 
and he believes that what the coun- 
try needs now to stabilize business 
and to re-establish prosperity is to 
bring about an increase rather than 
a further contraction of the circu- 


lating medium. 

As an authority of national repu- 
tation in financial matters, Mr. 
Hurt’s statement will be read with 
much interest. He says. 

. “Inflation of prices was an en- 
evitable sequence of war. The cre- 
ation of a great public debt was 
essential. Increased d@mand increas- 
ed.prices and more money. was need- 
ed for the requirements of business. 
Money is the liquid floating all 
properties to market and use. The 
liquid should be plentiful and 
should be kept within its channels. 
Without sufficient liquid, ail prop- 
erties floating to market will be 
hindered, interrupted and delayed. 
Rafts in the current will accumu- 
late and disaster must follow. It 
is quite apparent and axiomatic 
that the tide of industry will float 
smoothly only when the liqnid upon 
which it is moved is sufficiently 
abundant. 

Stupendous Blunder. 

“The attempt of the federal re- 
serve board te deflate the currency 
in order to deflate values of prop- 
erties, following two communica- 
tions, one from Mr. Frank A. Van- 
derlip and the other from W..-P. G. 
Harding, chairman of the federal re- 
Serve board, proved a _ stupendous 
blunder, which is now generally rec- 
ognized. It is appalling to realize 
that the functioning of the federal!) 
reserve board, which was intended to 
avoid panic, should have been used 
to destroy American business and 
industries at the time when it was 
most needed to steer the country 
safely on a tide of prosperity. We 
now see that insteatl of enjoying a 
long peried of prospérity, for which 
the country was prepared, we find 
disaster abroad in the land. We 
will not undertake to say “whether 
the course of the federal reserve 
board was due to the lack of a clear 
vision or a determination to in- 
crease the purchasing power of the 
dollar, which means the re- 
duction of the values of prop- 
erties. The damage has been inflict- 
ed. Hundreds and thousands of in- 
dustries have closed down or have 
curtailed. operations. Fifty banks 
have failed in Georgia within the 
past nine months. 

“We maintain there was no ne- 
cessity, to say nothing of the fact 
that there was no authority, for the 
attempt to deflate instituted by the 
federal reserve board. Following the 
armistice, the country was in a con- 
dition for profitable business at

home and there was somshint- ort 
its surplus abroad. This was evi- 
denced by increased activities in 
business following the armistice in 
1919 and extending into 1920. It was 
only necessary to steer the ship: 6f 
state safely and wisely. ‘Important 
heads directing the functioning of 
the federal reserve board . miscon- | 


ceived their duties and we have the 
results. 
Hurt Cetton Farmer. 

“The attempt to deflate the cur- 
rency last April did not deflate the 
currency. There has been an in- 
crease forced by business conditions. 
We have’ now about $60 per capita 
of money outstanding in the United 
States, There was about $35 per 
capita in 1914. Under the changed 
conditions we should have more 
than $70 per capita. «At the very 
time when ‘communications were 
spread broadcast last April by the 
chairman of the federal reserve 
board calling for deflation and fol- 


lowing whic , the federal reserve 
banks increased discount rates to 
member banks and eliminated cer- 
tuin lines of re-discounts, announce- 
ments were made that the holding 
of farm products would be discour- 
aged. Farmers in'the south were 
advised to sell cotton and not hold 
it. It is disastrous to the farmer 
who is without means to pay his 
debts when cotton is harvested. and 
he is without credit to exténd his 
debts until the market’ for his cot- 
ton is demanded by the manufac- 
turer throughout the, year... What 
right did any man have to say that 
the farmer would not be helped to 
carry his products until needed by 
the consumers? 

“The disaster has occurred. We 
should now direct ‘attention to a 
course to be pursued which will re- 
establish confidence and place busi- 
ntss in a position to reap the prof- 
its from prosperous times for years 
ahead of us.. What is needed is the 
floating of more _ currency. The 
restoration of confidence wil] move 
much of the money now hid away, 
and an increased supply which the 
conditions demand willl place the 
country again on the high tidé of 
prosperitv, following which wise 
heads-should direct the ship’ of 
state. : 

“This is a great country. The av- 
erage citizen of the United States 
mas but little conception of the 
power and wealth of the country in 
which he lives. Let us take cour- 
age, regain confidence and deter- 
mine to work the harder and more 
conservatively in view of the mis- 
takes behind us. It is to be honed 
that the worst has been seen. The 
people have ordered a change in the 
administration. of the government. 
Let republicans and democrats stand 
behind the administration and pull 
together. Across the waters are 
millions of people calling for Amer- 
ican products of soil and labor, Let 
the industry supply domestic and 
foreign demands. To do this re- 
quires an incréase in the circulatine 
medium of the country—the liquid 
that floats all values to market.”

HAD SO MUCH AT STAKE 

In submitting a bonding pro- 
posal capable of yielding $8,850,- 
000 for public improvements coun- 
cil has presented to the people an 
opportunity to do more for the 
development of this city than has 
ever been done by any previous 
single act in sAtlanta's history. 

It opens an opportunity to put 
Atlanta abreast of other progres- 
sive cities of its class; to develop 
its resources to an extent some- 


where commensurate with its ca- 
pabilities, and to anticipate the 
physical requirements that will 
come with the realization of its 
hopes and ambitions in respect to 
population and commercial im- 
portance, to say nothing of enab- 
ling Atlanta to meet its obliga- 
. tions to its citizens, and the chil- 
dren of its citizens of the present 
generation. 

There never was @ policy nor a 
plan of procedure that could not 
be criticised. 

Ne plan vf action could possibly 
be devised for the solution of At- 
lanta’s great problem, but that im-

If the bond issue fails of ratifi- 
cation at the polls, then the city 
will go ahedd and levy increased 
taxation to get the requisite $1,- 
250,060 for this year’s school 
needs, bringing the total 1921 tax 
rate to $1.70 on the $100. 

Thus the city would establish 
the precedent for a continuous 


special tax levy. 
So the people this year have be- 


fore them a choice between two 
alternatives. Either to get $1- 
250,000 at a tax rate of $1.70, or to 
get $8,850,000, to be used as 
needed, at an annual cost of only 
$1.50 per $100 of assessed valua- 


tion. 
It seems impossible that there 


should be a moment’s hesitation in 
choosing the latter course, nor can 
there be any appreciable opposi- 
tion to the bonding plan if the 
voters fully understand it. 

Public sentiment is certainly 
overwhelmingly in favor of this 
plan.

Even after Atlanta has added 
$8,850,000 to its existing bonded 
indebtedness it will still be ‘using 
only a part of its credit.

Today, with only about $4,000,000 
in bonds outstanding, Atlanta has 
the lowest bonded indebtedness of 
any city of its size in the United 
States!

This state cf affairs The Tribune 
characterizes a “great victory for 
intelligence;” and it is—intelli- 
gence mainly on the part of labor, 
which is every day evincing a de- 
sire to be reasonable in its de- 
mands and to content itself with 
what is reascnably its due. 

“Clamorous trouble makers,” 
continues our metropolitan con- 
tem porary— 
“Have waited for the end of flush 
times In the belief that then they 
could easily capitalize blind discon- 
tent. But American labor, speaking 
@enerally, has refused to be fooled. 
How, it has asked in its common 
sense Way, can conditions be tm- 
proved by making them worse?’ 

It is to be hoped that American. 
labor will continue in its course; 
that it will continue to act with 
intelligence, and look ahead to 
better days that are boynd to fol- 
low the present trying period of 
temporary depression. 

And if the laboring man icoks 
ahead and thinks, instead of let- 
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with an eye single to the prosper-— 


discord and strikes are meat and 
drink—do his thinking for him, 
he will see clearly that in the ma- 
jority of tnstances of wage cur- 
tailment his choice rests between 
a steady job at reasonable wages, 
such as his employer is able to 
pay, or the probability of no job 
at all, and eventually a place in a 
bread-line! 

No labor-employing industry can 
continue for very long paying out 
more than it takes in; if it is not 
earning money it cannot continue 
to pay wages. 

As a rule employers want to do 
“the right thing” by their em- 
ployes; they want to pay as high 
wages as their business earnings 
‘permit, and no labor strike, or 
strike threat, can make them do 
more than that—can make them 
pour a bushel of oats from a peck 
measure, 

If labor will continue to view 
the industria] situation in that 
light, practice patience, act with 
intelligence and go about its busi- 
ness in an optimistic spirit of 
willingness to be fair and just, it 
is bound to be winner in the long 
run. 


PLAN WORTH TRYING OUT. 

The Constitution publishes on 
this page an exceedingly interest- 
ing article froom,W. J. Walker, 
originator of what was known as 
the “Screven County Plan,” which, 
as the result of its successful oper- 
ation there for several years, is 
now known as the “Georgia-Caro- 
lina Plan.” 

The articla is worth reading, 
and to those who may regard it as 
being attractive in theory, but im- 
practical in operation, the answer 
is that wherever it has been tried 
the plan has worked with marvel- 
ous success. 

In Screven county, for instance, 
where this plan was first adopted, 
in 1914, the cotton farmers of that 
community saw daylight before 
those of any other cotton county 
in the state. 

When money became so scarce 

as to be almost beyond reach in 
the fall of 1914, Screven county 
farmers went right ahead as usual 
by operating on “eotton bonds.” 
And they did not sacrifice their 
cotton at ruinous prices. 
As Mr. Walker says, the plan 
now is the same as in 1914, and as 
“the proof of the pudding is the 
eating of it,” it is worth while to 
know that every Screven county 
cotton farmer is operating as usual 
on his warehouse bonds, which are 
as good as gold and which are 
readily accepted as cash. 

The plan is worth thinking 
about. More than that, it is wor- 
thy of adoption throughout the 
cotton belt. 

The principle underlying this 
plan, if given universal application 
on a broader and a more compre- 
hensive warehousing plan, would 
put the farmers of the south in a 
position where they could feed 
their cotton to the market the 
year round, operating in the mean- 
time upon warehouse receipts 
which would be gilt-edged security 
at any bank. 

Say what you please about Mr. 
Walker’s plan, there is no answer 
to the fact that it has been a suc- 
cess wherever it has been tried 
and that its scope is being stead- 
ily extended.

A SCHOOL FOR CRIME 


“Eive youthful bandits held 
up a United States mail truck 
at the Union station here, escap- 
ing in an automobile with twelve 
sacks of mail,” says a _ recent 


dispatch from Chicago. And the de- 
pressing thing about the story is 
the fact that it is only a repetition 
of many other stories which.come 
to us daily, in which mere boys are 
playing the leading parts incrimes 
of the most dramatic daring. Il am 
sure I am guessing with some ac- 
curacy when I venture the state- 
ment that fully half of the sensa- 
tiona] burglaries and hold-ups have 
been perpetrated by youhs under 
21 years Of age. 

We will only lose precious time 
by going into moral hysteria and 
giving vent to our overwrought 


feelings in wholesale condemnation 
of this or that phase of our age. 
Mere abuse seldom has any cura- 
tive value. Better stop and do some 
sober thinking. The preacher doeg 
not pretend to give an answer— 
there is no one answer—to the 
question which we must ask why 
so many boys are entering a life 
of crime. But he does dare sug- 
gest one approach to the problem. 


The Hunger for Play. 
We have been accustomed to 
think of burglars, highwaymen and 
gunmen as hardened criminals. 


These are men who have reached 
such outbreaking lawlessness 
through a long evolutien of law- 
br2aking. But when boys from 12 
to 20 years of age show a skill and 
daring such as has been expressed 
in the bond fraud in Wall street 
and bank robberies in New Jersey, 
this theory of the hardening pro- 
cess of criminals will not hold. 
No, we are forced to raise the 
question anew, what does produce 
the youthful criminal? [I am con- 
vinced that we must go back of 
the mere desire for money, which is 
more or less universal. We are not 
dealing .sith the professional who 
thus makes his living. We have 
got to recognize another universal 
instinct which is most acute in 
childhood, It is the lure of a game 
which challenges the instinct. for 
play. This is just as much an in- 
born hunger as any appetite of the 
body and its development will de- 
pend, like other apretites, upon the 
quality of the food which is given 
or its satisfaction. 

The most supefficial survey of 
our city life today, with its cramp- 

and crowded conditions, reveals 
the fact thata blind society has ut- 
terly failed to provide adequate, 
wholesome food for this God-given 
appetite of childhood. Work has 
certain limitations of authority and 
responsibility—certain concentra- 
tion of mind and body—which Is in 
itself @ defense against that which 
is evil. This is the blessedness of 
work. But the best workman must 
be let_loose in order that he may 
beconfe a better workman. Now 
_ this time, when child or man 
sp let loose from school, or fac- 
tory, or office, is the critical hour 
in the building of character. If no 
food has beer prepared for hungry 


}bodies they will seek their own 


food. It is just as inevitable and 
natural that if no playgrounds and 
wholesome games have been puie- 
pared for hungry spirits they will 
seek their own games, 
From Play te Crime. . 

Just as a fence Or a tree is a 
dare to boyhood to climb, go to the 
boy who finds his life hedged 


about by the narrowed limitations 
of crowded cominercial conditions, 
with no room for the expression of 
that surging youth within him. 
every law which limits his move- 
ment is a challenge shouted to his 
adventurous spirit. 


All closed doors, policed proper- 
ties and sentineled walls present 
themselves to his curious eyes as 
mysterious fields for adventure. 


Authority of every kind becomes 
his opponent in the game and al] 
the dirficulties which laws and 
conventionalities have reared 
against him challenge his gkill and 
acumen to overcome them. I am 
convinced that the pretty youthiul 
criminal is always, first of all, a 
playfellow seeking to win a point 
in a game which he is playing with 
society which opposes him. ‘It is 
not difficult to see why this 6pirit 
grows, feeding upon the temptation

daring of youth as a toll for the 

accomplishment of his enterprises. 
A Stone for Bread. 

Now let Atlantans turn and look 
at her high schools. As a Tech 
High pupil said with pathetic hu- 
mor the other night.

Making Good of

Washington, January 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Just as anticipated, the re- 
publicans are finding more rocks in 
their tariff road than they bargain- 
ed for, and before they get through 
with it there are liable to be more 
punctures and blow-outs than a 
few.

Originator of the 
“Screven County Plan” 
Tells of Its Success | 


Editor Constitution: As your 
readers will remember, in 1914 a 
plan to finance cotton by storing 
and issuing scrip against same, in 
small denominations, called thea 
“cotton certificates,” based on the 
farmer’s note and warehouse re- 
ceipt, to run for a period of six 
months, was put in operation at 
Sylvania, Ga., and worked very suc- 
cessfully, during great good locally. 

At that time, in the fall of 1914, 
bonds or certificates were issued at 
7-cent basis middling on _ cotton 
properly stored when it was bring- 
ing 5 to 6 cents on the street, when 
it could be sold at all. 

In the spring of 1915 this cotton 
was sold at 8 1-4 to 10 cents per 
pound . all bonds or certificates 
retired fn full. 

On January 1, 1921, the Emer- 
Sylvania, Ga., opened for business 
at Sylvania, and began issuing cot- 
ton. bonds, as you will see by the 
inclosed $5 bond, which I send you 
for subscription to Daily Constitu- 
tion. 

The plan is the same as in 1914; 
namely, to form an unincorporated 
company. or co-partnership consist- 
ing of tén to fifteen business men 
and farmers, mostly at interest in 
any town or small city in the cotton 
belt. 

When formed a trustee and ap- 
proval committee to pasg on loan 
of bonds is elected. This approval 


committee to function as a finance) 


committee of a bank. The trustee 
to hold securities for all concerned. 
Printed matter and supplies being 
obtained, the company ts ready for 
business at once. he farmer or 
owner of the cotton, then executes 
a note with power of sale contain- 
ed therein, due six months after 
date at 8 per cent, and transfers 
cotton, receipt, which will be at- 
tached ‘to note. After approval by 
the committee the trustee issues to 
owner of cott@n bonds in small de- 
nomination, as requested, which 
bear 6 per cent interest, the 2 per 
cent profit between amount col- 
lected on farmer’s notes and paid 
out on bonds to pay overhead ex- 
penses, etc. The trustee being the 
only party paid a salary or fee con- 
nected with the plan. 

At present the Emergency Cotton 
Bonding Company of Sylvania is 
lending 10 cents per pound, middling 
basis, in bonds. The officers are: 
President, E. H. Thompson, a promi- 
nent merchant and farmer; 5S. 4 
Newton, a prominent merchant, and 
C. A. Strickland, ordinary of Screven 
county, Georgia. 

These bonds circulate in Screven 
county the same as currency, 90 
per cént of the leading merchants 
and business men of the county 
agreeing to take them have their 
names printed on the back of the 
bonds. The bonds are payable at 
the National Bank of Syivania, Ga. 

Among the best reasons for is- 
suance of cotton bonds by farmers, 
bankers and business men of the 
cotton states are: 

1. The bends form a supplemental 
medium of exchange to that al- 


ready existing which functions lo- 
cally just as money, and when 
lodged in hands of local creditors 
may be used by them in discharg- 
ing debts direct with larger cred- 
itors higher up, and not go through 
the local banks, who, In most cases, 
have done their full duty already. 

&% No margin call is provided 
for before maturity. The approv- 
al committee passes only such 
amount to any customer as they 
are willing to allow such customer 
to keep until maturity. Thus the 
owner of the cotton is protected 
against the Wall street made bear 
drives, so disastrous to the farmer 
and business man.

@ides of Europe have in the past few days \confirmed the impressions 
» Misting in the American capital that affairs in Europe are rapidly 
hastening toward the most acute crisis since the signing of the Treaty 


of Versailles. 


These events,.of course, were the fall of the long 


@oomed Leygues Ministry in France and the announcement of the 
approaching bankruptcy of the succession state, which preserves the 


once dignified name of Austria. 


One must recognize, however, that these striking developments 


are about the largest of a whole series of similar indications. 


Indeed, 


one may say that the whole European system, after having momenta- 
rily regained a measure of stability, seems threatened with a new and 
almost limitless catastrophe, which will weaken, if it does not actually 
endanger the whole structure of European civilization. 


Suppose, for example, that the 
proverbial visitor from the planet 


ef Mars were to undertake at this, 


precise moment to make a journey 
ef investigation from capital to cap- 
ital throughout Europe and extend- 
ing beyond the Hellespont into Asia, 
what would he find? Assume that 
in his painstaking effort to cover

him to set foot upon Irish soll, say

have learned to recognize as the

the fact of defeat, the circumstances 
of moral guilt and the practical 
responsibility for reparation. In 
Germany he would, who can doubt 
it, laugh with scorn at the idea that 
the war was over or that the thing 
which he confronted from Cologne 
to Breslau was peace. 


A WILDERNESS 
OF ANARCHY. 


To follow our visitor eastward or 
southward would be merely to re- 
cord his growing amazement, hor- 
ror, even fear, if Martians possess 
sensitive nerves, as he approached 
through the chaos of misery which 
is Poland, that wilderness of an- 
archy which is red Russia or as he 
progressed through starving Vienna 
and reactionary ridden Budapest to 
Constantinople, beyond which lies 
the Kemalist anarchy extending 
from the shores of the Hellespont 
to that indefinite frontier of the 
Caucasus where the followers of 
Mohammed make liatson with the 
servants of Lenin. 

As to the final judgment of our 
special correspondent, presented, let 
us suppose, in the Sunday issue of 
the leading Martian journal, who 
can mistake its character? Could 
he write anything but the solemn 
Statement that he had inspected a 
continent in which the paralysis of 
all the economic circumstances of 
life, aggravated by the indescrib- 
ably complex clashes of tribe, race 
and nation, was bringing about the 
swift and certain destruction of the 
whole civilization, whose splendid 
monuments and surviving triumphs 
only served to emphasize more 
strikingly the stupendous nature of 
the impending catastrophe? 


EUROPE FACES 
OVERTHROW. 


Now laying aside all imaginary, 
excursions, the fact stands beyond 
any denial that Europe is, at the 
present moment, threatened not 
with more economic ruin, but with 
a complete overthrow which has no 
Parallel since the Roman Empire 


fell for reasons which must find 
striking reproductions in the con- 
contemporary situation. From the 
westernmost promontory of Ireland 
to the confines of the Ural moun- 
tains one finds, sheadily increasing 
as one moves eastward, misery, dis- 
order, industrial paralysis and po- 
litical impotence. Nor can one 
limit the phenomenon to Europe, 
for in the remote North American 
continent men and legislatures are 
wrestling with problems which are 
but lesser manifestations of the 
same ceStral evil. 

For more than three years, ever 
since the armistice of Rethondes 
momentarily interrupted the fight- 
ing in Europe, we in the United 
States have had our eyes fixed upon 
details of the European situation 
and upon alleged remedies which 
have, each in turn, proved to have 
no efficacy and to have aggravated 
rather than ameliorated conditions. 
The treaty of Versailles, which was 
to have brought actual peace, to 
have turned the world over from the 
politicians to the producers, did 
nothing of the sort. The deadlock 
between politics and economics has 
not alone continued, but become 
more and more complete with each 
succeeding month, week and day. 

At botton the fact which must 
stand forth now, unmistakable for 
all who choose to examine the world 
situation, is that there is only one 
problem, from Washington to Bok- 
hara and the great eastern beyond. 
The disease is everywhere due to 
the same cause and the remedy can 
only be efficacious if it is applied 
everywhere. That remedy, too, 
must be economic, not political, al- 
though, given the world situation, 
the political conditions cannot be 
ignored, must be recognized as ex- 
isting, as factors which must be 
reckoned with, as obstacles which 
a be eliminated by pious res- 
olution. 


THE INFLUENCE 
OF WILSON. 


Keynes and all who have fol- 
lowed him have just pointed out 
that the treaty of Versailles, to-: 
gether with all the subsequent Paris 
documents, were the work of politi- 
claus, who denied all the lawsof 
political economy, who either dom- 
inated by the idealism of Wilson 
or the hard experience of Clemen- 
ceau, sought to create a Utopia, or 
to restore a world which vanished 
In the latter half of the nineteenth } 
century, not alune vanished but 
ty to be a thing subject to re- 
call. 

But, by contract, the economists 
who have followed the Paris treaty 
makers with thelr suggestions of 
remedy, accompanied by their vol- 
umes of denunciation, have with 
equal blindness fused to recog 
nize political facts, which consti- 
tute a vital circumstance in the 
world problem. They have clam- 
ored that the French people, strick- 
en by the war, suffering from the 
most colossal and undeserved afflic- 
tion in all human history, should 
forget all past invasions, aside 
all hopes of reparation for present 
injuries; they have demanded that 
the succession states of the Dan- 
ube, which have struggied to liberty 
and racial integration after centu- 
— of peneery. ; son crete urrender

FRENCH POLICY

Frenchmen, will not accept the ad- 
vice, the persuasion, the approxi- 
mate demands of the rest of their 
recent allies, and particularly of 
the English-speaking nations B 
forge their own claims for securi- 
ty, reparation, restoration. At 
Paris, when we and the British dom- 
inated the conference, we bought 
French concessions in the matter 
of security,. by the proffer of our 
own guarantee. We endeavored and 
failed to purchase French conces- 
sions in the matter of reparations, 
because we had nothing substan- 
tio} to offer, or would offer noth- 
ing. And when our guarantee was 
withdrawn, France regained her 
freedom to insist upon her own 


views. of security. 
Alwada stere was ignored in Lon- 
don and in Washington the essen- 


tial fact that, without French ad- 


n to a common program, all 
ner claaeanhe restoration in Europe, 
in the world, was impossible. ‘To- 
day, when it at last becomes pat- 
ent that France can and France 
will, under certain circumstances,

In denying France the guarantee 


of security against a new German 
attack, we and the English have 


demnfied her to seek on the con- 
tinent of Europe, by alliance — 
continental powers, large ve 
small, the element of eeoer’ 
which was inherent in the Anglo- 
American guarantee. In eving Se 
chief attention to German ra ~ 
than French rehabilitation, we ha . 
only increased the military = 
economic measures taken by _ 
French against the Germans, W t 
the result that both the ager 
and the world situations have suf- 
fered. | 

The key to the restoration of the 
economic stability of Europe has 
always lain in two situations, the 


n and the Russian. Conceiv- 
eels arepe might be restored if 
either one were eliminated, but cer- 
tainly no solution is to be found 
while both Germany and Russia lie 
outside the area of settled condi- 
tions. What has never been appre- 
ciated in London or in Washington 
has been that fact that no solution 
of the German situation was_ even 
remotely. possible, which did not 
carry with it a full and complete 
recognition of the French position 
and of certain French claims. 

It is axiomatic that at the pyes- 
ent hour both Great Britain and the 
United States, unequally but pele 
ly suffer in their own ,domestic 
auditiens because of the German 
chaos and because the German 
chaos involves the economic stabil- 
ity of the whole of the central Eu- 
ropean area from the Baltic to the 
Black sea. There is an enormous 
market for pregisely the things we 
have and the’ British can make. 
Their men, women and children 
starve, because the foodstuffs we 
have in excess cannot be sold to 
them. Unemployment ' grows in 
Great Britain, financial stress in 
the United States, hopeless‘ human 
misery in middle ‘Purope, because 
there is no settlement of the 
Franco-German problem and can 
be no settlement until the United 
States and Great Britain cease to 
regard the situation from an exX- 
clusively selfish point of view. 

The estrangement betweén Great 
Britain and France is the primary 
cause of the European chaos, and 
by estrangement I mean physical 
separation of policies. ~ Both coun- 
tries stuffer acutely. the British 
in their industries, the French in 
their finance. The approximate ruin 
of both is not beyond the possibili- 
ties, if ultimately common necessi- 
ty does not bring them to an ac- 
cord which will enlist the French 
people by recognizing their own pe- 
culiar position and circumstances. 
The recent political crisis in France 
is only one more of a long series of 
warnings uttered by the French 
people to the rest of the world. 


One of the chiefest evils of Brit- 
ish policy and of American lack of 
policy has been the revival in Ger- 


many of the belief that the conse- 
quences of the war ‘can be avoided.

What follows: In the recent case 
an enormous intensification of 
French resentment, the overthrow 
of the French ministry, which is 
suspected of too great complaisancy 
in the face of British policy, and 
the arrival of a crisis which adds 
new constraint’. to any m 
try which shall follow~ that of 
Leygues. So far English policy and 
American opinion have availed. not 
to make the German recovery pos- 
sible, but to arouse in France an 
apprehension and a determination 
which must eventually and perhaps

As to these 
matters anyone is free to prophesy 
as he pleases or as he believes. But 
for a whole year events have 
marched steadily in that direction. 

The oniy other solution is the rec- 
ognition by Great Britain and by 
the United States of the essential 
justice of certain French claims. To- 
day we ask France, we and the Brit- 


ish, to reduce her demands for rep- 
aration that German industry may 
be started and.the German market 
available for our products. Re- 
habilitation of Germany would mean 
almost incalculable advantage for 
both English-speaking countries, 
given the dependence of central Eu- 
ropean countries upon Germany, But 
we are not prepared to guarantee 
the French agaipst the obvious pos- 
sibility that the old German designs 
upon France will be restored at the 
same moment with. economic pros- 
perity. 


FRANCE ASKS 
SECURITY. 


We ask France to reduce her rep- 
aration totals, with the justifying 
argument that they exaggerated bDe- 
yond reason, but we and the British, 
who must both profit by the trans- 
action, make no offer to cancel on 
our part the $5,000,000,000 which 
France owes to us. The French 
meet our argument with the asger- 
tion that Germany can pay, and 
Since the whole answer must: be had 
in the future, neither side is cun- 
vinced. 

If Great Britain and the United 
States desire to remove the French 
barrier to German restoration, a 


barrier which obviously injures 
both materially, they can only ac- 
complish this e by giving to 
France the security which is a pri- 
mordial condition of her own pros- 
perity and by paying.out of their 
own prospeaive profits, paying i- 
the shape of the cancellation of 
the loans made to France when she 
was bearing a disproportionate 
share of the burdens of thé war 
against Germany. 

If Great Britain and the United 
States refuse to recognize these two 
conditions, if they continue to 
argue, plead, threaten—they will 
encourage Germany to further re- 
Sistance, but they will not convince 
the French of the need or wisdom 
of further concessions. In Paris 
one sees German defiance keep pace 
with Anglo-American. arguments. 
The more we seek to persuade the 
French to moderate their econom- 
ic terms, the more the Germans 
openly violate the military terms, 
All this the French see, have seen 
for two long years, and seelng it, 
they note that we accompany our 
arguments with no promise of millf- 
tary aid, if they should happen to 
be right again about the German as 
they were in 1914. 

The whole European situation 
hinges right here. Another year of 
the existing chaos, accentuated 
probably by French military action 
in Germany, and who can forecasts 
what may be the result, always re- 
membering the Russia’ peril, which 
does not diminish despite all the 
Pleasing reports which are manu- 
factured from time to time to cre- 
ate the impression that Russia im 
rising against Lenin and Trotzky. 
But there will be another year, B 
we and the Engljsh continue o 
present policy. 

I am perfectly familiar with the 
argument. that what we and the 
British advise for the French would 
be for their own good, although 
there is no denial that our own 
profit is transparent. But am 
equally familiar with the fact that 
the French do not believe this, be- 
lieve it less now than they did two 
years ago, read events and circum- 
stances in a totally different man- 
ner and will continue to do so. This 
may be a misfortune, it may be a 
tragedy, but it is the largest fact 
in the whole existine situation. 

If Europe is to be saved from 
economic and political chaos—and 
the fate of Europe involves our own 
comfort if not safety, as we are 
beginning to  discover—salvation 
can only be discovered along eco- 
nomic lines and through the co-op- 
eration economically of the great 
powers. But no economic corpora- 
tion is possible if there be no ade- 
quate recognition of cestain domi- 
nating political facts. First among 
these is the Franco-German fact. 
and failure to appraise it correctly 
has brought Europe to its present

That only 
from 5 ts 10 per cent of those that 
entered the center in October were 
really sick, while 90 per cent were 
preventably ailing. The center is 
not in any sense a clinic for the dis- 
cussion of disease. Instead, the 
work focuses upon a girl's health 
as a positive factor, the presence of 
which excludes disedse.

History of Georgia’s Flag to Be 

Rend on Georgia Day. 

An act of the general assembly, en- 
titled “An act to declare and es- 
tablish the flag of the state of 
Georgia,” was approved October 

_ 17, 1879 (acts 1878-9, p. 114). The 
description of the flag as given 
in that act appears in the code of 
1895, vol. 1, sec. 1149. That sec- 
tion ts as follows: 

“The flag of the state of Georgia 
shall be a vertical band of blue 
next the staff, and occupying one 
third of the entire flag: the r 
mainder of the space shall be. 4dl- 
vided into three horizontal parallel 
bands, the upper and lower of 
which said bands shall be scarlet in 
color, and the middle band white.” 

In 1905 the coat of arms of the 
state was added to the Ylag. This 
was done in a section of\an act “to 
reorganize the military forces of 
the state, to adopt and make of 
force a military code,” ete. That 
section appears In the penal code 
of 1910 as section 1426. It is there 
prov.ded that: 

“The flag of the state of Georgia 
shall be a vertical band of. blue 
next to the flagstaff, and occupy- 


coynty spots) ed 


ing one-third of the entjre flag; the 
remainder of the space shall be 
equally divided into~ three hori- 
zontal bands, the upper and lower 
c. which shall be scariet in color, 
and the middie band white. On the 
bluc field shall be stamped, painted 
or embroidered the coat of arms of 
the state. Every regiment and un- 
assigned battalion or squadron sha't, 
when pn parade or review, carry 
this flag. It shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons to use the 
state flag or coat of arms for ad- 
ertising purposes, or otherwise 
desecrate or misuse the same; and 
those so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemea 
conviction shall be fined therefor.” 
An act of 1916 (the latest military 
code of the state) contains the same 
section, except that the word “unas- 
signed” is changed to “separate.” 
The act of 1879, quoted above, 
originated in a bil. introduced in 
the state senate in that year by Col. 
Heman H. Perry, of aynesboro, 
which was adopted as amended.

Oil or no oil, it will never do to 
b.eome seriously annoyed with the 
Kinglish. Of course if you have a 
string of motors or own a manu- 
tactory of boilers, oil may be a 
matter of the most impassioned in- 
terest and you may conceivably feel 
the urge of tail-twisting. But if you 
have ho concern with motors or 
with manufactories of boilers, but 
great concern with books, you will 
view with alarm the mere thought 
of having words, if no worse, with 
KMngland. For if patriotism re- 
wuired the abandonment of ail trag- 
fic with’ British literature e 
would be @n a very bad case indeed. 

he Russians write marvelous 
novels, but often they write them 
in Russian, unfortunately, and the 
I’rench have even a greater admi- 
ration for thelr own suave tongue; 
even if we should succeed in trans- 
lating ourselves into French, there 
would. still remain something less 
than seven veils between us and, 
say Marcel Prevost, and if there 
‘are a dozen Americans who can 
read “Crime and Punishment” un- 
der whatever its original name may 
be, they are vary remarkable and 
venerable Americans. And so, un- 
less we are to be given over to the 
strained quality of the translator's 
mercy, we would find ourselves in 
rather worse case than the legen- 
dary chorus girl who, it may be 
supposed, was contented in the low- 
ly bibliographical condition to 
‘which it had -pleased heredity and 
environment to call her. 

Literary Journalist. 

No right thinking person would 
then consider reading the beautiful 
version of the most high and 
mizhty Prince James, translated out 
of the original tongues, diligently 
compared and revised, and all those 
people who have been at the pains 
of learning the twenty-third psalm 
would have it all to do over again, 
and the Shorter Catechism besides. 
It might even be considered neces- 
sary to abandon the English lan- 
guage altogether and a committee, 
which might properly consist of Mr. 
Lardner, Mr.Ade and Mr. Menlken, 
would be appointed to settle aca- 
demically just what was the Ameri- 
can langyage and what was the 
English language, and what words 
we might properly say and what 
pooks we might properly read. 

Now r.. Lardner is one of the 
few writers whose language will 
bring tears to the eyes and crim- 
son to. the cheeks of a person who 
from the age of learning to read 
has been able to go mirthless 
through entire copies of weeklies 
whose sole purpose in life is to be 
humorous—and to ‘provide free air.

He can write with felicity 
on any text, ao that if he sits at his 
desk wondering if there is any sub- 
ject in the whole world upon which 
he can possibly find something to 
say, he can open his dictionary at 
randomiand find that he should de- 
liver himself of a few thoughts 
about goldfish. By the method of 
moving from a flat to a house, he 
provided himself with little essays 
for months—such topics as London 
gardens, a man of property, daffo- 
dils, fixtures and fittings (words, 
he says, that in the language of 
house agents have no virtue one 
without the other, as is the case 
with “spick” and “span’’), and get- 
ting things done. .

insulter is a stone heavier than he 
then he satisfies his honor by a 
mild protest. But if the insulter 
has only one fleg, and is three gtone 
lighter, honor demands that he 
should jump on him. Extremely 
subversive of proper discipline, one 
would say. — 

It is extremely good dialogue, 
however, and it all goes to show 
that anyone who can write a good 
essay can have no trouble at all in 
writing a good play, for’ their 
charm consists equally of a number 
of well-turned phrases. Perhaps a 
play may require a little more plot 
than an essay, but there are so few 
plots that there should be no 
trouble in choosing one. And then 
one would have only to divide one’s 
witicisms among a su:table number 
of characters, with some slight re- 
gard for the possibility of their 
having beén capable of them. As for 
Monsieur Brunetiere’s celebrated 
clash of contending desires, almost 
any conversation that is neither 
courtshin nor blandishment is suf- 
ficiently polemic. Charlie Rudd 
would make excellent dialogue and 
“Wurzel-Fgummery,” the first of 
Mr. Milne’s “First Plays,” would 
make an equally excellent essay on 
the depressing fact that any man 
will take on. a name as ridiculous 
as a mangle-wurzel for £50,000. 
even though he would not think of 
accepting £5 as an inducement to 
part his hair down the back. There 
is no possible doubt that “Wurzel- 
Flummery” is one of the cleverest 
English plays since the late la- 
mented St. Jonm Hankin put out to 
sea with so light a moaning of the 
bar. It might be held against Mr. 
Milne that “The Lucky One” is 
nearly as depressing as Galswor- 
thy. This is a strange idea that 
some playwrights and all lords of 
the cinema suffer—that seeing a 
man confined for some number of 
years at hard labor forms a pleas 
ant evening’s amusement. But of 
course Mr. Milne was writing in a 
trench or @- billet or something of 
the kind and relatively may have 
caused him to regard a goal as lit- 
= less peaceful than Belinda’s gar- 

en. 

In spite of the possibility that he 
will not be able to write any more 
plays until the next set of trenches 
are dug, one hopes that this oil 
will not dangerously trouble Brit- 
annia’s waves.

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The Social Changes 
Progress Brings — 


There is a lament, one frequently hears that “times have changed” 
—that Atlanta has changed especially socially, and some people try 
to explain why. . 

A*ere ta only one reason which is the right one, and that is that 
progrtss always brings changes socially and otherwise to a commu- 
nity as Atlanta is. “Thirty years ago Atlanta’s social life was at its 
most delightful period,” a man remarked recently, who has lived away 
from Atlanta and returned to find many changes. 

He said: “I recall a ball at the Capital City club when the late 
Major Livingston Mims was the official host, and when thé address 
he made was appreciated by an assembly of people who represented 
the best the south had produced. There were the loveliest women 
present; they wore the loveliest gowns, and at any table you ap- 
proached, and were seated, you heard the most edifying conversation. 

“In private homes there was a delightful hospitality being dis- 
pensed; people from a distance were entertained with ease and grace. 
and I recall in the event of a visit of Adelina Patti, though she was 
far beyond her prime, the beauty and chivalry of the state assembled 
in Atlanta to hear her. 

A breakfast given to Joseph Jefferson was another incident of 
social Atlanta, and then everybody knew everybody, and there was a 
igo atmosphere which made people who came to Atlanta rejoice 
in it.” 


Every word this gentleman uttered was true. The remarks he 


made following indicated that he believed the change which had come | 


was not for the better. He struck the keynote cause when he said: 
“Everybody knew everybody else, and that was before Atlanta had 
outgrown the family group which can only exist in the town which 
has not extended itself socially and not very far any other way. 

In reviewing the history of the Capital City club it is easy to 
account for the changes which have come to the city. The membership 
was limited; it was headed by men who had fought, many of them, 
in the confederate war, and their sons and grandsons, and everybofly 
came very near knowing everybody else. 

Major Mims was a rare type of man, even in those days,, when 
men of scholarship were more numerous, but dear as the club and 
its relation were, there came the time when even the pioneer members 
began to see the necessity for a larger clubhouse and an increased 
membership. ~- 

The club was called upon in the pioneer days to entertain the 
stranger within the gates, and the club did it, and paid the expenses. 

New and praiseworthy citizens had come to Atlanta to reside and 
to help the work of the city building. They were co-workers and many 
new members were received into the club. 

By the time the new clubhouse was built and opened on the pres- 
ent site it was found the entertaining capacity was too small, the ball- 
room and banquet hall were inadequate in size, for Atlanta had kept 
On growing. 

—- And so the existence has been with all the social clubs, especially 
. en people began to entertain more in clubs than they did at home. 

Two reasons can be given for this, and without fear of argument. 
These two reasons can be given: One is, women do not stay at home 
ag much as they did in former days; their interests have broadened. 
Women began to know less about entertaining than they did a genera- 
tion before, and many of them do not wish to take the trouble to 
entertain at home when they could go to the club. . 

Another distinctive period in Atlanta came in the period of the 
war, when, through conditions too numerous to mention, the servant 
problem became a household subject, and the condition was reflected 
in hotels, restaurants and boarding houses. Then the club became a 
necessary institution to the family, as well as a place of social meeting. 

These conditions have brought about obvious changes which, 
though they may not be as delightful to the people who recall thirty 
years ago, these people must see in the change the results of growth 
and progress with almost the triple population Atlanta at present 
produces. 

There is some subject of argument as to which is the most de 
lightful mode of social existence, that of thirty years ago, or that of 
today, but rational people will see in it all a perfectly natural condi- 
tion which has come, and that there is nothing remarkable about it. 

Criticisms about the manners and customs and. even the morals 
of people arc frequently heard, and all of that is due to the same con- 
ditions, the same changes which come to any community when the 
social family group outgrows the family size and extends itself among 
the new comers from every state and every clime. 

Yet no city more than Atlanta has ever more encouraged the 
stranger to come—and to stay—and to keep up the Atlanta Spirit. 

_ What we would change on the one hand, in social usages and cus- 
toms, on the other hand we should rejoice in the number of people 
who come here “to build” with us. ' 

The spirit should be not to lament over the past and the changes, 
but rather to. perpetuate the spirit, social and otherwise, which has 
made Atlanta what she is today, and in loyal allegiance to past tradi- 
tieus, combine all that is good in the new order of things. 


Women’s Interest 


In Tariff Meeting 


Atlanta women, generally, are, interested in-+-the forthcoming con- 
gress here of the Southern Tariff association, which will bring to At- 
lanta eighteen governors from as many states, or their personal rep- 
resentatives, to discuss the interests of the south as related to a pro- 
tective tariff. 

It is stated in the beginning that the congress is non-partisan, 
and that the subjects on the program will be discussed from the stand- 
point of their economic value and their relation to the prosperity’ of 
the eighteen southern states which comprise the tariff membership. 

Besides the governors who will be here, the vice president-elect of 
the United States, Calvin Coolidge, will be among the speakers on the 
official program, and there will be men representing leadership in the 
various lines of southern industries, production and general activity. 
Such a congress with such a purpose cannot fail-to interest all ele- 
ments of citizenship in this section. Consequently the appeal the pro- 
gram must make to the,new citizens—the women of this state. 

They are invited to share with the men the advantages of the 
congress and to participate in any open discussion. Delegates have 
been invited from every state, both among women prominent and rep- 
resentative and men of similar qualification. 

Mrs. Charles Farwell, the chairman of the women’s division, is 
from New Orleans. She is the widow of a distinguished citizen of 
that city, who was identified with the’ sugar and cotton industries of 
Louisiana. She sees in the tariff association an organization where 
women can be most useful in the influence they can bring to bear-on 
national legislation as it affects the tariff in every state in the union. 

Mrs. Farwell will organize a branch of the women’s division in 
- Georgia, and she has called upon a group of leading Atlanta women 
to aid her in the work. 

Incidentally, the women’s division, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Farwell, will give a reception to Mrs; Calvin Coolidge, the wife 
of the vice president-elect, who will accompany him to the: city. 
Invited to meet Mrs. Coolidge will be the leaders of women’s organl- 
gations, patriotic, education and social, and a large number of Geor- 
gia’s most prominent and representative women individually. 

To become useful and intelligent citizens women have agreed that 
they must study and post themselves pertaining to all public ques- 
tions. They are beginning to see that public questions are not neces- 
sarily political or partisan, and they are going open-minded to the con- 
gress of the Southern Tariff association. In such spirit they cannot 
but acquire valuable information and inspiration, and the occasion of 
the congress is going to be one vitally interesting to the women of 
Atlanta and the women of Georgia. - :

not emphasize food. Food was still 
scarce—the children must eat what 
they could get—and the American 
relief administration was doing far 
more along this line than we could 
hope to do.

Basis of Liability. 

In the previous discussion, we 
pointed out that the compensation 
acts had substituted a new form of 
liability for injuries received by 
workmen while at work, a form of 
liability directly opposed to the 
common law form. 

Contrast the workmen’s: compen- 
sation system with the common law. 
Under the workmen's compensation 
syste the fault for the injury is 
not t asis of liability. The com- 
pensation law does not care who 
was at fault. It is immaterial so 


“long as the workman did not “will- 


fully injure himself’ with the in- 
tention of getting compensation 
therefor, or » because of intoxica- 
tion. , 
The fact that an injury occurred 
depriving the workman of his earn- 
ing capacity or his ability to follow 
his trade or calling is the basis of 
liability. This is the root of the 
employer’s lability and the employer 
cannot get this thought too firmly 
in mind, if he wants to understand 
why Oe has to pay compensation 
at all. 
Compensation is ——* for in- 
juries arising by accident “out and 
in the course of” the employment. 
Some jurisdictions specifically limit 
recove to workmen en in 
hazardous cccupations which are 
enumerated by the statute itself, 
but, in the final analysis this means 
every occupation in which the prob- 
ability of injury fs at all apparent.

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PLANFOR WORKERS 


A Practical and Proven 
System for Employers 
That Has Benefited Em- 
ployees and Made Bet- 
ter Citizens for the Na- 
tion. :

In this paper the writer will dis- 
cuss a@ Plan which, for brevity will 
be termed the “Worcester (Mass.) 
Plan,” and the experience related 
herein is based upon the operation 
of that plan since its inception in 
November, 1919. 

The success of this plan during 
the past year in our plans has 
brought many inquiries from other 
concerns and has practically stand- 
ardized three questions, Will the 
workingman support a savings sys- 
tem; Is there a practical plan in 
operation? What § conditions are 
necessary for the successful intro- 
duction of the system? 

Our answers are based upon ac- 
tual experience. 

1. The workingman will support a 
savings system that can be. ex- 
plained to him and thoroughly un- 
derstood by him. 

2. We think we have such a plan 
operating. 

3. The principal conditions neces- 
sary for the successful inauguration 
and maintenance of an industrial 
savings system are four tn number: 

1. The system iself must be sim- 
te flexible and easily understand- 
able. 

2. The? management must ener- 
getically support the savings idea 
and show it. 

3. The foremen must be thorough 
believers in it and do a great deal 
of the initial missionary work. that 
is necessary to get the plan started 
among the men. 

4. The organization for introduc- 

ing it to the men throughout the 
shop must be enthusiastically i 
favor of the savings idea itself and 
the “plan” and must consist of such 
elements as represent the various 
nationalities and classes of work- 
men in the plant. 
Of the four conditions named 
above, which I consider necessary 
for the success of any plan of this 
sort, the attitude of the managce- 
ment, the foremen and the organ- 
ization of the shop committee are 
most important. The attitude of the 
management is most consequential, 
and I do not believe that any thrifty 
plan will work successfully, at least 
for very long, unless the men feel 
that the management is vitallv in- 
terested in the. succ?2ss of the plan 
and realize fully the views of the 
management on the subject. 

The Worcester plan, we think, fs 
exceedingly simple, flexible and un- 
derstandable. It consists essentially, 
in having the men sitn cards, au- 
thorizing the pay office to deduct 
regularly so much per week from 
their pay envelopes. On this card he 
employe desigates not only the 
amount he wishes deducted each 
week, but also the bank where he 
desires to have his account opened. 

Campaign Plans. 

At the Crompton & Know'es loom 
works campaigns for encouraging 
the sterting of bank accounts 


among the men are conducted every 
three to six months, and last g -cOu-

vor of the injured workman. For- 
merly the employer was ret only 
permitted to have the best of it; 
he was given the whole cake to eat. 
There is no longer any doubt as 
to the amount of the employer's 
liability. It is as definitely fixed 
and stated by amount as it is pos- 
sible to state it. If a workman loses 
an arm, the employer can determine 
by a simple process of multiplica- 
tion and calculation just. what he 
owes that workman and down to 
the penny. There is no delay about 
it, no ‘going into court, no consult- 
ing a disinterested and prejudiced 
jury. And the advantage is, the 
employer knows this liability in ad- 
vance, before he ever enters into 
the particular business, »r before 
he accepts the compensation act. 
Having a definite basis upon 
which to measure‘that liability, he 
is not only permitted, but even en- 
couraged and compelled, to insure 
that risk with competent insurers. 
This remowes all possibility of a 
large disaster throwing him into 
bankruptcy, and it permits the em- 
ployer to add the cost 6f his premi- 
ums to the price of his product 
easily, quickly and w.taout guess 
work. 

It is not only desirable for tha 
employer to support the compensa- 
tion theory of liability for indus- 
trial wastage of life and limb, but 
it is made practically mandatory 
upon him in those stutes having 
compensation legislation for the 
compensatior acts have strove?

Tris method 
we have found to be much superior 
to that of simply leaving the system 
open continuously. hen a definite 
ca npaign is staged, the idea ig em- 
hasized all over the p!gnt. En- 
husiasm is worked up and we have 
found, by making Comparisons be- 
tween plans «bat hase campaigas 
and those that do not. tnat there is 
a marked difference in the number 
of si pporters of the savinas plan 
and also the enthusiasm regarding 


After a campaign the cards are 
sorted according to the banks se- 
lected. The banks are then noti- 
fied to send representatives to the 
lant, where the men are signed up 
n accordance with the rules of the 


bank. 

After the initial deposit goes to 
the bank, pass books are made ou 
which remain in the possession o 
the paymaster’s office at the plant, 
being taken to the bank once. a 
week to have the weekly deposits 
entered therein. A slip is put in 
the pay envelopes each week stat- 
ing that in accordance with the 
workman’s authorization, a certain 
amount is deducted from his pay of 
that week. On another line is also 
stated his balance to date in the 
bank. The second figure constantly 
grows and is, we believe, a stimulus 
to ‘saving. 

The question may be asked as to 

‘her “or not foreign-born em- 
Ployes subscribe freely to a savings 
system of this kind. We find that 
as a general rule these people sup- 
port the plan better than do the 
English speaking. ; 

It has not been necessary in in- 
augurating this system for the man- 
ufacturers to offer any bonus or ad- 
ditional interest to th en beyond 
the regular rate of interest given 
hv the banks. The manufacturers, 
of course, have the clerical expense 
of looking after the various ac- 
counts, but realizing the value of 
thrift to their men, have gladly un- 
dertaken this slight expense. 


One Community Plan. 

In conclusion, it would seem that 
the savings banks in any community 
should get together and, operating 
through a joint committee, try to 
interest managers of plants in t™ir 
locality. Preferably this could be 
done by @ man who could: be em- 
ployed especially for the purpose. 
Obviously, it is highly desirable to 
have one approved method in any 
section for stimulating saving. One 
plan would get better advertfsing, 
and therefore much more effective 
as to results accomplished than if a 
number of methods were followed 
in the various shops. 

The men know that the money fs 
taken out of their pay envelopes on 
Saturday and on Monday it goes to 
the banks of the city. The books 
are back at the plant In a day and 
an employe may see his book at 
any time. ; 

The plan ifs flexible. If #a man 
wishes to increase his deposit, he 
simly tells his foreman, who ad- 
vises the pay roll office, and the 
change is accordingly made. If he 
wants to reduce the amounf, the 
same its made. If he wants to re- 
duce the amount for an emergency 
he signs an order, the paymaster 
gives him the money, and he ifs not 
even obliged to go to the bank. 

If he leaves our employ, we do 
not give him the money, but simply 
pass his bank book to him, in which 
we insert a statement that he has 
been started on the road to saving 
express the hone that, no 
“here he goes, he will keep 
his bank account, and that there- 
‘after all that will be necessary for 
hiss to continue the bank account) 
Will be to go to the bank with his 
book whenever the bank !s open and 
make whatever deposits he desires. 

In regard to the second condit's 
necessary for the success of the 
plan, namely, thet te management 
he energetically behind the sav': 
idea, would say that this must be 
clear to the em-

ployes. We appealed directly to the 
men by putting a letter in their pay 
envelopes, over the general man- 
ager’s signature, emphasizing .the 
importance’ and necessity of the 
thrift plan which a committee of 
foremen and workmen had pre- 
pared and were about to submit. 

The third condition in regard to 
getting the foremen interested is of 
unusual importance because the 
men, being naturally conservative, 
are sure to ask questions regarding 
the innovation. 

In revard to the fourth condition, 
namely, the organization for intro- 
ducing it into the plant, would say 

that this is, of course, something 
that would vary, depending upon 
the size of the plant, the nature of 
their organization and the methods 
that are usually followed in the 
various plants for conducting cam- 
paigns among the men.

paigns, held at intervals of about 
three months, between 70 per cent 
and 75 per cent of the entire force 
en become regular bank deposi- 
ors. 

Of the upwards of 5,000 subscrib- 
ers in Worcester, only 150, or ap- 
proximately per cent, have 
dropped out, for one reason or an- 
other. Of course, this does not take 
into consideration those originally 
subscribing, wh have left the com- 
panies’ employ. 

In Plant A, 341, or upward of 16 
per cent, have valuntarily increased 
the amount of their weekly deposits. 
In Plant B, upward of 20 per cent 
have voluntarily increased 
weekly deposits. In another con- 
nection, too, these figures are sig- 
nificant. It 
that the employees might feel, if 
employers knew what their em- 
ployes were saving, that this might 
have an effect on future wages, on 
steady employment, etc. This argu- 
ment was met by emphasizing to 
the men that, in these days, em- 
ployers prefer the thrifty employe. 
and that, instead of a savings ac- 
count working to the disadvantage 
of an employe, it would much more 
likely work the other way.

The series of articles on banking which the General Trade sec- 
tion announced would begin with this issue has been delayed, but will | 


The delay has been due to the 
fact that the preliminary arrangements of the educational committee 
of the Georgia Bankers’ association have taken more work than was 
at first contemplated. 


‘TRADE OUTLOOK BRIGHTER IN EVERY QUARTER 


The past week has been featured in trade circles all over the 
country by a general strengthening of business in practically every 
line. Not only is this ‘true locally but nationally. There is a re- 
sumption of buying on the part of the public and this has been re- 
flected in retail, wholesale and manufacturing reports. 


At the Warman banquet the early part of the week, M. B. Well- 


born, governor of the sixth district federal reserve bank, and: Lee 
Ashcraft, newly elected president of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, delivered messages of good cheer to the retailers who heard 
them that carried with them the new spirit of the new year. This 


was enlarged upon by Mr. Ashcraft at the annual banquet of the 
chamber of commerce Thursday night and the sentiments expressed 
by the leaders of the commercial world in general bear out every 
prediction made. 

W. D. Couch, head of the Couch cotton mills, reports many or- 
ders received during the past ten days, one of which, running into 
tremendous proportions has been placed by 4a national organization 
with branches in practically every city in the country. Mr. Couch 
returned recently from a business trip north in which he visited the 
principal buying centers and he heard only the most optimisic ex- 
pressions of opinion by wholesalers, jobbers and the large manufac- 
turers. C. J. Williamson, of A. M. Robinson & Co., R. K. Rambo, of 
John Silvey & Co., W. C. Barnwell, of Ragan-Malone company, and 
other representatives of Atlanta wholesale houses who have recently 
been in the northern markets report the same conditions that Mr. 
Couch found existing. 

What is true of the dry goods and textile trade 1s true of other 
lines and although no one is predicting a mad rush of buying, all are 
agreed that actual buying has begun in earnest and that there will be 
a steadily increasing demand for goods from this time on. 


IN FAIRNESS TO THE INSURANCE COMPANIES 


As the date approaches for the Georgia Workmen’s Compensation 


Act to go into effect—March 1—those who come under its provisions | 


are beginning to evince a deeper interest in the matter, and unfortu- 
nately that interest is not manifesting itself in some quarters by a 
spirit of fairness toward the insurance companies that handle this 


class of risks. 

By those who, through a misunderstanding of the provisions of 
the act, are not fully informed on the subject and who are taking the 
stand that this is a piece of legislation which they are not in accord 
with, there is a growing disposition to place what they deem is an 
added burden to them at the doors of the insurance companies. The 
charge is repeatedly made that this legislation was sponsored by the 
insurance companies for their particular benefit. Such a charge is 
totally unwarranted and wholly without foundation. 

All but four states have enacted Wworkmen’s compensation laws, 
and in every instance it is now conceded that the conditions brought 
about’ by the passing of these laws have been a general betterment 
for all. concerned. But whether that remains a debatable subject or 
not in Georgia, the fact is that the Georgia lew was secured by the 
joint efforts of the employers and employees of the state, without 
even an initial suggestion from the insurance companies. Last year, 
after the work of framing the law was well on its way, those who had 
the matter in charge called in experts from the insurance companies 
to assist in putting the law in proper shape, because the successful 
carrying out of its provisions depend upon the insurance companies. 
In fact, no law of the kind could be successfully opgrated without 
their co-operation. 

One concrete proof of the fact that the insurance companies had 
no particular axe to grind in the matter is that the actual increase in 
business will be very small. Practically 85 per cent of those who will 
come under the law already carry employers’ liability insurance -and 
compensation insurance will be merely substituted for the old Hability 
insurance. In some ways the old order of things was preferable to the 
insuring companies so that for the relatively small increase in busi- 
ness there was no real incentive to help put compensation insurance 
over. 

It was not the insurance companies, but the people of Georgia 
who made the law.

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- What Real Control Means te 


Industry 
BY L. V. ESTES

Twenty thousand parts are re- 
quired for a complete air ship. 
Have you ever stopped to analyze 
just what this means? Not only 
must these parts be put together but 


the material for them must be pur- 
chased, the parts themselves must 
be made, and they must be ready for 
use at the proper assembly points 
when they are needed. If 19,998 
parts are ready for assembly and 
the remaining two are not, the air 
ship remains in the plant until the 
parts are available or at least, it is 
impogsible to complete it until the 
parts are supplicd. 

While the number of parts in a 
dirigible is, of course, larger than 
that of the average fabricated prod- 
uct, it is only a matter of degree. 
Some of our most common products, 
as for instance, the automobile, the 
washing machine and the _ stove, 
have hundreds of parts. «Some ap- 
preciation of the task of industry in 
planning and oontrolling production 
is had when the stupendous task of 
these parts made and ready for use 
at the right moment is realized. 

Control is the big word in indus- 
try. It means executive control— 
the means by which the executive 
head and his agsistants gauge the 
activities of the business and there- 
by measure its operation. Suppose 
in a plant making stoves for in- 


} stance, a door is missing when the 


range comes to the door assembly 
point. Everything backs up. The 
range cannot be completed, it cannot 
be shipped, the manufacturer can- 
not realize on the incomplete pro- 
duct and in turn his collections fall 
behind. Vast amounts of money are 
tied up in work-in-process. And 
more, in the days of the buyer's 
market it reflects on the manu- 
facturer to fall:down on delivery 
promises with the very common re- 
suit of cancelled orders—not only 
present Dut future business gone. —

Graphic means are/usually helpful 
and often necessary,.. It is easier to 
see charts and diagrams and study 
them than it is to analyze a mass 
of figures. i" 


Before analyzing the details of 
any patricular business it is impor- 
tant to secure a graph of the prog- 
ress of the business as a whole as 
well as its relation to the industry 
of which it isa part. This can best 
be done by graphic means, one line, 
for instance, ep atage aay: | the total 
amount of business in the particu- 
lar industry; another, the general 
price level, and a third, the amount 
of business of the concern involved. 
This will enable the manager to 
know whether a decrease in His 
own sales igs due to general business 
conditions or through some fault in 
sales organization or business. 
Every company should know 
whether it Is getting a fair percent- 
age of orders for its product. 

Having a general view of the 
business as a whole, it is then 
necessary to analyze the conditions 
of the company’s individual bust- 
ness. Sales capacity, production 
capacity and finahces are inter- 
woven and ghould be adequately 
balanced, Equipped with facts and 
figures, a chart is made showing 
the scheduled production and sales 
made and production shipped. This 
enables the management and, board 
of directors to tell at a glance how 
nearly sales are coming to 
scheduled production and sales and 
also how well the production end 
is being kept up. 

Similar charts can then be made 
of the various products of the busi- 
ness. The last mentioned chart 
very often reveals to the en, 6 pl 
ment a lack of definite knowledge 
concerning his own business. It 
shows that on some products ef- 
forts should be particularly directed 
toward standardization of sales, on 
others the efforts should be to 
stimulate and gontrol production, 
and again they often reveal undue 
effort and waste on certain lines. 

One of the most important phases 
of the graphic control plan, how- 
ever, is in the shop, in the control 
of. production, Here rests the bur- 
den of having all material for parts 
purchased and on hand when need- 
ed and of having @il necessary parts 
ready for assembly at the proper 
time and lace. Not only does 
proper production control make it 
possible to reduce the work-in- 
“rocess and thus release additional 
capital, but with this material out 
of the way and proper routing of 
work established, additional floor 
space is also available. 

Just as the moving picture !s 
proving valuable for educational 
purposes, the visual method of 
analyzing possibilities and achieve- 
ments of a business as well as 
means for securing maximum re- 
sults, is being accepted by those ex- 
ecutives who realize the im tance 
of basin~ their actions on facts and 
figures rather than on guess and 
gamble

Y THE tips of their fingers ye 

shall know them. ‘Deed ye shall. 

If one would learn secrets that 

were never meant to be told, all 
one needs to do 1s to watch the hands of 
fair ladies as they fiutter above the tea 
cups, toy with the clasp of a glove, or 
wrop a pensive chin. Many a reputation 
for beauty, graeefulness, and charm 
yas been won by eight dainty fingers 
and two thumbs; and, conversely, many 
an impression of umattractiveness has 
been made by fingers and thumbs im- 
properly manicured. 

Not every. one is blessed with the 
tapering fingers about which poets love 
to sing, but every one may have finger- 
tips which tell a story of fastidious- 
ness. The “every one’ above includes 
those who do housework and those who 
have up until now neglected their hands 
most shamefully. 

The first rule of hand beauty, as of 
all sorts of beauty, is cleanliness. The 
nail brush should be used as regularly 
as the tooth brush. 

The second rule has to do with the 
manicure. Right here we want to say 
that the finger nails which boast of long 
points. that look as tho they might be- 
long to a Chinaman who aspires to the 
honor of champion finger-nail grower, 
are neither beautiful nor smart. 

liaving expressed our opinion empha- 
tically upon this important point, we 
will proceed to tell you just how the 
right sort of manicure is to be accom- 
plished. 

You will need a nail brush with stiff 
bristles, a thin. pliable file, an emery 
board, small nail scissors, an orange- 
wood stick, two buffers, rose-tinted 
powder, a pottle of lemon juice or somg 
ehemical. preparation for removing 
stains, a small jar of rose-tinted paste 
and some good soap. 

When these articles are assembled. 
you are ready to begin. First, soak the 
hands in warm soapy water for three 
or four minutes, then scrub the fingers 
vently but firmly with the Mail brush. 
There may be some stains which this 
treatment will not remove. For these, 
dip the orangewood stick in the lemon 


juice or the chemical preparation and 
rub it quickly back and forth over the 
stain. 

Next use the pliable file to shape the 
nails, making them to conform to the 
outline of the fingertips. File the nails 
rounded not pointed, and short, not 
long. With the scissors, remove al! 
“hangnails.’’ Thege bits of cuticle which 
appear at the base of the nails are no‘ 
only painful but unsightly as well, and: 
the only sure treatment is to cut them 
off with sharp scissors. 

The rim of flesh at the base of 
nails should be pressed gently back in 
order to display the half moons. Get 
into the habit of doing this automati- 
cally whenever you wash your hands, 
using the thump nails of either hand 
and the towel. 

Now you are ready for the polish 
Apply a bit of rose-tinted cream to the 
nail to act as a body for the powder. 
With the first buffer, which has been 
liberally sprinkled with powder, rub 
each nail a number of times. With the 
second buffer, also well powdered, rud 
the nails lightly ten or twelve Umes. 
With the powder still on the nails. 
bathe the hands in warm water and 
serub each nail separately. For the 
final polishing, not the buffer but the 
palm of the hand, upon which some of 
the polishing powder has been spread, 
is to be used. 

Remember that a 
polish as well as long, 
nails are not approved 
good taste. 

If your nails are the sort that are 
brittle and break easily, apply vaseline 
or cold cream at night, or soak the 
fingertips for twenty minutes in warm 
olive-oil. The following simple prepara- 
tion is beneficial if it is rubbed about 
the nails:

‘eating the sort of margins which some 


misguided people use when they gamble 
in stocks. Only the proker who is well 
versed in the game may safely handle 
that sort of margin. The rest of us 
need never be bothered with the trouble- 
some things. 

But we do need the other kind of 
margins in our lives, however. Just as 
bookg, letters, and written documents 
of all sorts need margins for neatness 
and accuracy, so we need margins for 
our time, Our spending, and our friend- 
ship, 

Perhaps the most important of all are 
the margins on time. If you are accues- 
tomed to traveling, you will realize just 
how much difference the margin of five 
or ten minutes, which you have given 
yourself, makes when the first trolley 
is packed to the doors and you have to 
wait for another one, The margin here 
has stood you in good stead.

¥ONSIDPRED by many the greatest deep sea 
C diver, and for years well known in the 
Navy, the first man to dare extreme depths, the 
man whose heroism at the time of the sinking of 
the F-4 was recognized by Congress, whose work 
during the war was of signal merit, and who, 
after fifteen years of diving, is still anxious to 
dive, is Frank J. Crilley. ‘ 

Quite by chance, I was lucky enough to corral 
Crilley with John O’Hagin, an Hast Orange boy, 
formerly an assistant to Dr. Hutchison in the 
Edison laboratories, and who, developed by Cril- 


ley and other oldtimers during the war, in a 


short time became an expert diver. 

They had been together during most of the 
war, both of them finally ensigns in the navy. 
They ‘were great comrades. When one was down 
the other ‘was at the phone above. Sometimes 
they wandered about on the bottom of the sea 
together. 

Now, sitting in comfortable arm-chairs, smok- 
ing and listening to a distant orchestra, they told 
me of hairbreadth escapes and bold jescues 
shadowed by the secrets of the cold gray waters 
of the North Sea, of the flashing blue of the 
Mediterranean, of the dull indigo, slate, grays 
and browns off the New England Coast, of fiery 
beauty in the South Seas and of brilliant colored 
polyps that startle the imagination.

Fortunately Frank suffered no very serious after 
cffects, but Loughman was the victim of the 
‘bends,’ or caisson disease, a nitrogen ‘bubble 
lodging in one of his joints, so that for years he 
has been a cripple’——

A diver 
working on Hell Gate Bridge, blasting with a 
stick of dynamite, gave the signal to fire, when, 
instead of being properly placed, the charge was 
hanging to his heel.”
